the long galleries 
devoted to archi- 
tecture at the 
Salon is}to go, 
in reat measure, 
from the real to the ideal. A very large 
proportion of the Salon exhibits. consist 
of illustrations of ancient architecture, 
a department of architectural drawing 
which is now practically banished at the 
Academy, and perhaps rightly, consider- 
ing the limited space devoted to arcbi- 
tecture. Then we have at Paris a great 
number of ideal conceptions and projets. 
vhich find little favour at the Academy. 
Unfortunately what is usually the 
central point of interest in the Salon 
architecture, a collection of splendid 
drawings illustrating the restoration of 
some great monument of ancient archi- 
tecture, is wanting this year. Whatever 
may he thought of the practical value of 
these great: series of restoration drawings 
done by some “ Prix de Rome ” student, 
they are generally of the highest interest 
nan archwological sense, and afford an 
“pportunity of such a display of archi- 
tectural drawing on. a great seale as we 
hever see in London. 

The only thing that one ean pick out 
‘S apparently the most important ex- 
hibit of the year in this sense is M. 
oe S “ Reconstitution du Chateau 
a. This was a chateau in the

the designs of ManSart about 1750, and 
presented by Louis XIV. to Mdme. de 
Montespan. Every actual trace of it 
seems to have vanished ; no doubt it was 
destroyed, like so many other chateaux, 
at the Revolution. M. Harlay (a pupil 
of M. Laloux) frame of old 
engravings constituting his documents for 


gives a 


the restoration ; but beyond the general 
plan they do not give much, except a 
small which 
pretty clearly the architectural design 
‘of the grand gallery, with its large and 
lofty windows divided by 
pilasters, from ‘which the author has 
constructed a coloured perspective view 
of the interior in its original aspect, 
which is probably pretty correct, though 
the figures, supposed to represent the 
king and court of the period, are not very 
well put in. The chateau had a plan 
in this form F™, with return wings enclos- 
ing a courtyard, and a very large and 
elaborate formal garden laid out at the 
side; for the latter there are contem- 
porary engravings which give the plan 
pretty clearly. Of the restored eleva- 
tions we can only say that, while repre- 
senting in a general way the style of the 
period, they are a little too modern in 
their aspect, and hardly convince us that 
we have here a restoration of the actual 
aspect of the chateau. But it is an 
interesting attempt, and certainly a very 
fine set of drawings. 

After noticing this, as perhaps the 
largest and principal exhibit, we may 
illustrate modern

M. Dehault’s competition design for a 
new theatre at Lille, which, as it is 
marked as the property of the Corpora- 
tion of Lille, we hope is the one to be 
carried out. It is a very fine classic 
design which has the merit of being rich 
in effect, from well-applied sculptural 
detail, without any eccentricity or strain- 
ing alter effect ; the whole thing is scho- 
larly and well-balanced, and the plainer 
lateral facade is particularly well treated. 
The plan shows a very large stage 
and very spacious vestibules and ap- 
proaches to the auditorium. One or two 
other designs in the same competition, 
which are exhibited, are decidedly in- 
ferior in refinement of architectural 
treatment, though the plans of all are 
on pretty much the same lines. As 
this year there is, for the first time, an 
illustrated catalogue of the architectural 
exhibits on sale, we are enabled to re- 
produce from that a plate showing some 
of the designs, to a small scale certainly, 
but which is useful to assist a description. 
Fig. 1 (see plate) shows M. Dehault’s 
elevations for the Lille Opera House. 

In buildings of this class the classic 
ideal seems always to rule in France ; 
it is a pity that it does not rule more in 
some other ‘types of building; private 
mansions especially. M. Dubos exhibits 
measured drawings of the classic chateau 
of Pignerolle, probably an XVIIIth 
century building; a rectangular block 
in severe style, with a portico of Ionic 
columns in the centre of the entrance 
front, echoed by an order of pilasters 
in the corresponding position on the 


garden . front, Next to. it hangs 
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M. Tiridate’s ‘“ Projet dune Auberge 
Moderne,” a building of about the same 
size, but forming, with its architectural 
fireworks in timber, an almost grotesque 
contrast to the dignity and simplicity 
of its neighbour. The older building 
may be considered formal, but at least it 
is dignified ; would that the French archi- 
tects of the present day could at least 
attain that quality of dignity in their 
country houses. But evidently the idea 
nowadays is that a house in the country 
must be treated in a “picturesque ” 
manner; and really the French archi- 
tects’ notion of the picturesque, as illus- 
trated by various drawings in this and 
previous exhibitions, is something too 
awful ; one is quite unable to understand 
how clever men, with any sense of archi- 
tectural good taste, can design such 
tings, and how clients of any cultivated 
sense can be content to live in them. 
The picturesque is a somewhat dangerous 
aim to put before one in any case; but 
at all events English architects are not 
tempted into such extravagances as we 
meet with at the Salon in the case of 
almost everything which is_ entitled 
“Maison de Campagne de M. ———.” 
Perhaps one could not give a more typical 
example of the kind of thing than M. 
Marion’s “ Un Presbytére a lentrée de 
la Ville de K——-, en Bretagne ” (Fig. 6). 
It is like villa-building run mad. 

On the other hand, in practical building, 
such as schools and hospitals, the op- 
posite idea seems to prevail, and instead 
of extravagance in roofs, dormers, and 
woodwork flying about at all angles, 
there is a kind of cast-iron formalism 
which robs the exterior aspect of the 
building of all interest and attractive- 
ness. M. Saint-Pére’s scheme for a 
Sanatorium at Sévres,” for instance, 
is IN Many respects a very good one. 
There are three parallel pavilions 
arranged on a slope, each with a terrace 
in front of it and a garden below the 
terrace, the different levels being 
reached by flights of steps at each side ; 
eich pavilion has a carriage archway in 
the centre, the higher ones reached by 
sloping drives round the intermediate 
gardens. The interior plans are very 
well and conveniently arranged for the 
uses of a sanatorium ; but the architec- 
tural treatment of the three blocks is 
that of a mill, or something analogous ; 
a treatment totally without attractive- 
ness of any kind, at least to an English 
eye. There is a kind of formal precision 
in the elevations, which seem all to be 
on the same model, which is absolutely 
deadening. The style adopted in this 
class of building and in the Lyeées 
(which are very similar) seeins as if it were 
the result of a pervading and_hide- 
bound officialism which has prescribed 
a certain way of treating practical 
huildings from which the architect dare 
not materially depart. One knows, of 
course, that the tendency of the present 
Republican Government is towards an 
official rule of conduct in a great many 
details of life in which people living under 
a less free and enlightened government 
ave left more to themselves ; and this 
reilly seems to have stamped itself 
o1 the style of their public utilitarian 
buildings. Daudet’s description (in ‘* Le 
Potit Chose”) of the mechanically regu- 
lated life of a French school seems to 





find its architectural expression in the 
style of the French Lycée and other 
utilitarian buildings. 

In some of the designs for blocks of 
artisans’ dwellings, however—a class of 
building to which a great deal of attention 
is now being given by various philan- 
thropic agencies in Paris, there is a little 
more of architectural character and attrac- 
tiveness to be seen, the architects in this 
case working for private companies which 
can exercise their own taste and judg- 
ment, and which are probably desirous 
to recommend their enterprises to the 
working-men by giving the buildings a 
certain homelike and inviting appear- 
ance. The “ Habitations 4 bon Marché,” 
by Messrs. Cotton & Rousselot, is a case 
in point, and is on the whole a more 
attractive-looking building than many 
erected for a similar purpose in London. 
This building is to lodge 200 families 
(estimated at 700 persons), in habitations 
composed respectively of one two, three, 
four, or five rooms each, with the addition 
of kitchen, laundry, bathroom and water- 
closet. The plans seem well and com- 
modiously arranged to get as much as 
possible into a small space. 

A design for a theatre for Amiens, by 
MM. Hannotin & Belester, and which 
appears to be executed or intended 
for execution (being described as the 
property of the Corporation of Amiens), 
is noteworthy not only as an excellent 
example of French design of the Ecole 
type, with well considered and restrained 
detail, but also for its marked and 
decisive treatment of the portion above 
the stage, as a feature in the exterior 
design. This portion of the. building 
is carried high above the rest, with 
a low-pitched gable with a strongly 
emphasised and enriched cornice; the 
wall space below the gable, on each side, 
being divided up vertically by pilaster- 
like strips between which are long 
narrow vertical windows, almost slits in 
the masonry. As the object of this 


height above the stage is the raising and. 


lowering of scenery, this vertical treat- 
ment exactly expresses the purport of 
the structure, more decisively than we 
remember to have seen in any theatre 
design before. In this and all the other 
plans of theatres exhibited, the space 
for the approaches and foyers and stair- 
cases connected with the auditorium is 
far more liberal and ample than is 
usual in English theatres; they seem 
all, in this respect, planned for interior 
architectural effect as well as _ for 
convenience. 

A fine example of new Paris street 
architecture is shown in M. Louis Delay’s 
plans, facade, and details of an apart- 
ment house, No. 5, Boulevard Lannes, 
which is finished, as a photograph from 
the building is included. It is in a 
thoroughly good masonry style, severe 
and not over-ornamented. It is a long 
facade, with a bay with rounded angles 
running from top to bottom near each 
end ; a peculiar feature in it is the intro- 
duction in the upper portion of two long 
iron balconies, with grilles of a plain but 
effective design, running one under the 
other the whole length of the front except 
where stopped by the bays; the lower 
one carried on massive stone corbels. 
The plans of two contiguous residences 
are given, which are interesting as

illustrating the compact French system 
of planning in buildings of this king 
Among other designs which represent 
actual work is M. Boyer’s  desien for 
a municipal museum of sculpture and 
painting im course of construction at 
Rodez; a square centre hall with a 
wing gallery on each side, with windows 
below and panels each containing a 
bust on a bracket above ; a good example 
of a museum building for a small town, 
A more important exhibit is that by M. 
Margotin of the warehouse and other 
buildings for the establishment hearing 
the well-known name of Heidseck : ap. 
parently the concern has been taken 
by a new firm, which is probably the 
cause of these extensive building opera- 
tions, which include an immense ware- 
house; lodging and dining-room for the 
principal members of the staff ; labourers’ 
cottages built in pairs; and a vast store- 
house for bottles, of which the structural 
details are given, with the note that the 
steel-framed partitions are covered with 
wood to lessen the risk of breakage. The 
style of architecture is peculiar ; rusticated 
and random masonry with arches of 
what we should call Tudor type turned 
in bricks of two colours; the whole 
makes, however, a fair type of warehouse 
architecture. 

Among the examples of country houses 
of average size the Villa at Poitiers, by 
M. Martineau, of that town, is shown in 
Fig. 3 in the plate, and is a very typical 
example of the better and more solid 
type of contemporary French country 
house; the excessively high Mansard 
roofs take away any sense of repose 
from it, to the English eye of the present 
day (we must not say too much, for 
there was a time when we were all doing 
that kind of thing here), but at all 
events it does not show that extrava- 
gance of timber ornament and hipped 
roofs projecting like immense bonnets, 
which we find in the small and what are 
supposed to be more rural types of villa. 
The ground floor shows the still too 
characteristic French arrangement of a 
couple of water-closets with no external 
window. The chamber floor is well 
planned ; and indeed the French planning 
of bedrooms, dressing-rooms, and_bath- 
rooms is generally very good and well- 
ordered. Another element in the exht- 
bition, as usual, is the frequent recurrence 
of designs for new Savings Banks — 
“Caisses d’Epargne”; as’ architecture 
reflects national character, it is natural 
that the peculiar value attached to thrift 
among the French people should have 
its visible architectural symbol in the 
numerous buildings for Savings Banks. 
There is a good deal of similarity of style 
and design in these buildings ; they are 
all on classic lines, with more or less 0 
classic severity ; that at Chaumont, shown 
in Fig. 2, is atypical example; M. 
Félicien Balley is the architect. Another 
rather interesting exhibit is that shown 
in Fig. 4, entitled in the catalogue 
“Habitation du Propriétaire dune 1" 
portante Exploitation Agricole, — 
we may take to mean a kind of supere 
farm-house on a large estate. ‘This house, 
as will be seen, is designed in a fat ae 
sober and restrained style than the 
would-be picturesque villas we havea 
describing, and is a very pleasing SP& 
men of country-house architecture ; 
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two small wings, symmetrically grouped 
one on each side of the centre, represent 
a very favourite architectural treatment 
in French houses, the symmetrical con- 
trast of large and small masses. M. 
Alfred Patin, of Paris, is the architect. 

One of the best sets of drawings of the 
classic type, one is pleased to see, is 
exhibited by a London architect, Mr. 
fF. T. Verity ; a perspective view, a tinted 
elevation, and two or three photographs 
of details and interiors of a building 
in Cleveland-row, set down in the 
catalogue as “‘ Maison de Rapport.” Mr. 
Verity has evidently prepared this set of 
drawings with a view to the general 
Salon scale of drawings ; it is a refined, 
sober classic design relieved by- some 
well treated iron balconies, and as a 
design of an executed building may be 
considered one of the best exhibits there, 
showing some of the best qualities of 
French street architecture without (if we 
may be allowed to say so) the exuberance 
and restlessness of detail which too often 
characterises French work of the same 
class; and the drawings, as illustrations, 
are quite up to the Salon standard, 
which is saying everything for them in 
that respect. Of course the French and 
English points of view are different ; 
much is to be allowed for the influence of 
habit; the French architects may think 
Mr. Verity’s design cold and wanting 1i 
verve (a quality there is no English 
expression for); but we cannot help 
thinking they are in purer taste than 
many of the French classic street build- 
ings. As to the exhibits of another 
English architect, Mr. Arnold Mitchell, 
which represent not the classic but what’ 
we in England call the picturesque type 
of architecture, we can feel no doubt 
at all as to their superiority to French 
types of picturesque, and we only wish 
that some of the French architects of 
country houses could take a hint from 
such drawings as these, and realise that 
the true picturesque involves repose and 
quietness of line, and not the constant 
flying off into whims and zig-zags. 

We give an illustration (Fig. 5) of one 
of the most interesting of the archeo- 
logical exhibits, the ‘‘ Relevé et Recon- 
stitution de ’ Abbaye de Basse-Fontaine 
(Aube),” by M. Alphonse Moreau, of 
Paris, It is not quite easy to under- 
stand from the drawings, some of which 
are hung rather high, how much of what 
is shown is the original state and how 
much is restoration; as far as we can 
make out, the church is standing and 
the cloister and its buildings in a more 
or less ruined state, and the cloister 
buildings as shown are a_ restoration. 
It is an interesting bit of medieval archi- 
tecture, with its round-arched arcade and 
the half-timber work in the upper story. 

An American architect, Mr. George 
Crawley, exhibits a good water-colour of a 

Salle 4 Manger dans le Style de Chris- 
topher Wren,” apparently intended for a 
mansion in New York. It shows one 
side of the room in a coloured elevation, 
with a fine carved marble mantel flanked 

y terminal figures, and a wood over- 
mantel carved in imitation of the style 
of Gibbons ; the walls are spaced out in 
Panels with a portrait hung in the centre 
of each panel. 

An immense number of the exhibits are 
ilustrative work; sets of travelling 





sketches, many of them very good, 
interspersed with larger and more im- 
portant measured and coloured eleva- 
tions of ancient buildings, of which we 
have not space to speak; but we may 
mention M. Hulot’s large drawing showing 
a view of Selinonte with its temples 
restored. In the first short length of 
the architectural gallery, immediately to 
the north of the main entrance, are placed 
as usual some of those immense projets 
for imaginary buildings in which French 
architects and architectural students 
delight ; some of which, such as “‘ Une Salle 
des Fétes pour un Ministére de la Guerre,” 
by M. Merves, are probably competition 
drawings for the Prix de Rome; this 
one is a very fine coloured longitudinal 
section of a great gallery, worth seeing 
as a drawing, at all events. Of these 
imaginary conceptions a rather remark- 
able one is M. Saigne’s “Un Poste de 
Télégraphie sans Fil.” This shows a 
great masonry tower somewhat on the 
lines of a lighthouse, standing on a rocky 
coast, amid a symmetrical network of 
wires stretched from the summit of it to 
distant points all round, at equal dis- 
tances; the idea evidently being that 
these are wires prepared to take up 
different series of wireless messages. It 
is a wireless telegraph post in Utopia, 
but there is a kind of genius about the 
conception, and we should have been glad 
to illustrate it, but it is not included 
in the “ Catalogue Illustré.”

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THE ROYAL ACADEMY. 


BAHERE is no great picture this 
mies year to form a centre of 
‘eae attraction, for we can hardly 
regard Sir H. von Herkomer’s large 
portrait group of the Council of the Royal 
Academy in that light. It is a collection 
of very good portraits, good for the most 
part both in likeness and in individual 
character, but one cannot reckon as a 
fine picture a work so completely wanting 
in decorative effect. Some improvement 
would have been made in it by the relief 
of some background accessories, instead 
of the mass of dull red wall behind the 
figures, which presumably represents the 
actual wall of one of the galleries where 
the sitting is held, as it appears when 
bare of pictures. This may be truth, 
but it has a very gloomy effect in a 
pictorial sense. The picture will have a 
historic value in the future, but it hardly 
adds to the joy of life in the present. 
What else can one select as of high 
interest among figure subjects (portraits 
apart)? Mr. Abbey is absent, and there 
is no adequate substitute for him; but 
Mr. Solomon has made an ambitious and 
on the whole a successful attempt at 
monumental painting of a high class in 
his large picture of the Creation of Eve. 
True, it reminds one too much of Watts, 
without Watts’s colour; but the figure 
of Eve is beautiful in line and drawing ; 
and the picture is the best that its author 
has produced. Mr. Bacon, a very able 
artist who has worked hitherto generally 
on a small-scale, seems to have been 
tempted by a desire to emulate the late 
Mr. Furse in a life-size equestrian portrait 
subject, which (to emphasise the com- 
parison) hangs where both Mr. Furse’s 
pictures hung, and the action of the fore- 
ground horse is a very palpable imitation 











of that of Mr. Furse’s horse in ‘ Cubs 
Hunting.” However, this isa fine picture, 
and Mr. Bacon has shown by it that he 
has a power of succeeding in a style of 
painting totally different from that in 
which we have hitherto known him. 
Whether, in the case either of this or of 
Furse’s picture, the subject was worth 
treating on so large a scale, may be a 
question, considering especially that 
Burlington House has not the acres of 
wall at the disposal of large pictures 
which the Grand Palais at Paris presents. 

Mr. Sims’s two curious pictures, “ The 
Little Faun” and “ The Fountain,” are 
protests against the English heresy of 
looking at a picture only for its subject 
and not for itself ; the purchase of “‘ The 
Fountain” with the Chantrey Fund is 
rather an indication of the support of 
the Academy in this idea. Neither of 
Mr. Sims’s pictures “ means ” anything, 
they are play of light and colour only ; 
the “ Faun” strikes us indeed as rather 
absurd—an actual goat-legged faun on 
the table amid modern figures at an out- 
door lunch is something too outré to 
make a picture of; “ The Fountain ” is 
another matter, it is a very charming 
fantasy, purely poetic, and to be accepted 
as such. But if exhibitions were con- 
fined to this class of pure art work their 
interest for the general public, it is to be 
feared, would very much decline. Painting 
has a legitimate function in the repre- 
sentation of Life, as well as in the pro- 
duction of ideal beauty. Mr. Clausen 
has contrived to blend both elements in 
“The Boy and the Man,” a picture in 
which a boy and an old"man are both at 
work on the tillage of the fields, amid a 
landscape which is so treated as to seem 
a part of the whole. The two figures are 
typical, and the total effect is pictorial at 
thesametime. Mr. Collier’s “ A Sentence 
of Death,” a scene in a doctor’s consulting- 
room, belongs to the order of works which 
are simply an illustration of life; its 
pictorial quality is not very striking, but 
the two figures, that of the doctor 
especially, represent a tragic episode in 
real life with great truth and force ; and 
there is its justification. Mr. Mouat 
Loudan’s “The Crystal,” two girls in 
an interior scene, is a finer picture in 
colour and composition, but not quite 
sufficiently so to dispense with any 
obvious or dramatic meaning ; we want 
something more to justify the space it 
occupies. 

Mr. J. J. Shannon in “ The Infant 
Bacchus,” and Mr. Strang in “ The 
Surprise,” a group of nymphs intruded 
on by a satyr, go back to the old classic 
ideal, which seems somehow a little 
worn out now. Mr. Strang’s picture is a 
good deal like an “‘ old master,” in respect 
of drawing and colour as well as subject, 
but hardly an old master of the first , 
order. It has material beauty, however, 
in the foreground group ; we could have 
done as well without the satyr, who is a 
disturbing element in the composition, 
and only introduced to allow of a title 
with a point to it. Mr. Edward Stott’s 
small picture of mother and _ infant, 
“The Kiss,” has been much praised, 
and has certainly pictorial beauty, but the 
colour is not clean and the moon seen 
through the window is of portentous and 
impossible size. 

Among the figure pictures which deal 
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with imaginative subjects we should 
not forget the contribution by a great 
French painter, M. Dagnan-Bouveret— 
** Chiméres,” a half-length of a mystic 
seated woman facing the spectator, with a 
background of gold mosaic and garlands, 
and holding in her lap a glass globe on 
the outer side of which is inscribed the 
word ‘ Gloire,” and on the inner side 
** Amour,” in reversed letters which 
seem to form rather a puzzle to the 
spectators. As to its preicse intent it is 
difficult to say, but that is its charm ; 
it gives one something to think about, 
which cannot perhaps be said of many 
pictures in the Academy. Whether in- 
tentionally or not, the face has (not in- 
appropriately) something of the character 
of Leonardo da Vinci’s female heads, 
with their elusive smile. The picture 
had already been exhibited in the New 
Salon at Paris. There is more intellectual 
interest in that, at all events, than in the 
commonplace prettiness of Sir Luke 
Fildes’s ‘‘ La Giardinera” on the same 
wall, or in Mr. Stanhope Forbes’s “A 
Village Industry,” which is, as might be 
expected, vigorous painting of figures 
and details, but is a record of a scene 
rather than a picture, and has no interest 
worth the scale on which it is painted. 
Mr. G. Harcourt’s “ Supper in Summer- 
time ”’ is a pictorial success, though not 
in the figures of the children so much as 
in the colour effect of the whole scene. 
Mr. Herbert Draper’s “Song,” a group 
of ideal figures, has a curious air of 
having come out of the middle of the last 
century, not of England but of France ; 
it is well intended but somewhat heavy 
in colour and effect. Mr. Arthur Hughes, 
whom we are glad to see on the Academy 
walls again, exhibits one of his beautiful 
medieval fancies; a diptych, on the one 
side a little child in a forest threatened 
by the attack of what we may suppose 
should be called a “‘ dragon,” and praying 
for help on his knees ; the other half of the 
picture shows him mounted on the 
charger of the knight who has rescued 
him. There is a charming feeling about 
this, and some beautiful painting of fore- 
ground detail and of the sunlit glade 
seen through the opening of the trees: 
it is a picture to please both the average 
spectator and the artist. 

Portraits stand well this year, and 
among the finest may be mentioned 
Mr. Shannon’s pyramidal group of “ Mrs. 
Geoffrey Lubbock and her Children,” in 
which a rich and sumptuous colour effect 
does not preclude a very forcible expres- 
sion of character in the various heads. 
Mr. Sargent’s best portraits are perhaps 
those of the Duke and the Duchess of Con- 
naught ; more simply portraits however, 
with less of pictorial effect, than he 
sometimes brings into portraiture ; his 
effective portrait is perhaps ‘ Miss 
Helen, Brice” in the first room. In 
that of Mr. A. J. Balfour the figure 
seems a little over-balanced by its 
large and extended architectural setting, 
but it is a fine piece of character in por- 
traiture. But we are inclined to say that 
of all the year’s portraits Mr. Mouat 
Loudan’s “ Mrs. Hugh Norris” is the 
most pleasing. This is what might be 
called a Gainsborough composition in 
portraiture, the figure in the open air 
backed by trees on the right; if it has 
not the force of Mr. Sargent’s, it has a 


beautiful quality of colour and an air of 
distinction and quiet dignity which is 
one of the best qualities the portrait of a 
lady can show. Mr. Henry’s “ Silk and 
Ermine” might be classed among por- 
traits, for such it practically is, though not 
called so. It is a masterly study of the 
materials named, in the costume of a lady 
who faces the spectator with a hat tilted 
at the most ultra-fashionable angle on her 
head ; but the face is the least interesting 
part of the picture, which rather resolves 
itse'f into a study of costume, and is so 
far inferior to some of the painter’s 
previous works, Paint silk and ermine 
as learnedly as you like, but do let the 
human face dominate them. 

Of the pictures which may be called 
idyllic, in which the interest of figures 
and landscape is combined, Mr. Wether- 
bee, in “ Frolic Spring,” a kind of motive 
which he has several times repeated— 
girls running joyously over the ground 
on an open heath, seems to have got 
his scene rather deficient in light, cer- 
tainly not a usual failing with him. His 
best work is shown in his small picture 
in Gallery II., “‘ Strayed Hylas,” a nude 
youth in the foreground of one of those 
variegated and essentially Greek-looking 
landscapes, with a great deal of richness 
of colour, which he has often given us 
as the setting for a figure or group of 
figures. The picture is a small one and 
hung too high for its merits. Mr. La 
Thangue’s various little Ligurian pictures 
have their usual characteristics of bright 
sunlight effect and strong colour. A 
little picture of a somewhat similar type 
by Mrs. Stanhope Forbes, “ Hay and 
Pink Clover,” should not be overlooked ; 
it is a real work of art. Mr. Tuke’s 
** Midsummer Morning ” is one of his old 
subjects of youths bathing or about to 
bathe, this time by the margin of the 
sea; the figures of course are capitally 
drawn, but they do not seem quite 
sufficiently to detach themselves from the 
surface of the sea which forms the back- 
ground. Mr. Leslie’s “‘ The Love Letter,” 
read by a girl in a punt moored in front of 
an old manor-house, is in his style of 
recent years, in which the trees seem 
very hard and cut-out, as it were, and 
the whole scene rather reduced, as to 
colour, to variations on one prevalent 
tone ; yet it cannot be denied that there 
is a unity of style and intention about this 
which give it artistic interest. Mr. John 
R. Reid’s “ The Shipwright,” coast scene 
with figures in the foreground, is refresh- 
ing from its clear bright look of air and 
light, qualities Mr. Reid never loses in his 
outdoor scenes. Mr. Haité may be con- 
gratulated on “ The Bathers: a Garden 
near Madrid,” a garden landscape with 
a pond—the bathers are not much in 
evidence and only serve for a title; 
this is the best thing we remember of 
Mr. Haité’s, and has well earned a position 
on the line. 

As to landscape, it has a chequered 
existence at the Academy. There seems 
to be no settled school in English land- 
scape painting; every man does what 
seems good in his own eyes; and this, 
in some cases, seems to us hardly to be 
landscape at all, in the true sense of the 
word. A landscape should never be 
“scrappy,” it should have distinct and 
ruling motive in composition. It is 





quite true that. nature is scrappy very 





often, but then nature is not landscape 
art, it is the raw material out of which 
it is made. Now we cannot call Mr 
David Murray’s pictures landscapes: they 
are only representations of scenes: nor 
Mr. Parsons’s “ Hawthorn in the Dale.” 
which is only a collection of hawthorn 
bushes ; nor, we must confess, can we 
think such a picture as Mr. H. W. B 
Davis’s “In Full Bloom,” for all its 
delicacy of distance and middle dis. 
tance detail, a real example of landscape 
composition ; it is a tree in the fore- 
ground, with some distance behind it - 
it does not impress one as a whole, 
To our mind, his best work in the exhibi- 
tion is the comparatively small and unob- 
trusive one in Gallery VIII., “ Sunmer 
Showers at Sea,” not a sea picture, how- 
ever; the sea is seen from the coast. 
This is a landscape with unity and 
breadth of design. Mr. Leader, the 
specially popular landscape painter, fails 
from attempting too much hard realism, 
though there is a charm in his brilliant 
painting of bright sunlight effect in a 
‘**Summer’s Morn, North Wales.” Near 
this is Mr. Arnold Priestman’s “ Yorkshire 
Moors,” a real landscape composition. 
Mr. Alfred East is one of those who 
knows what landscape-painting means, 
though we cannot care much for his 
“Wooded Corner in Cotswolds” ; it is 
too dry in manner, and the tree-trunks 
somehow look as if they had been placed 
there instead of growing there. “ Serenity 
of Morning,” in Gallery X., is his real 
landscape of the year, a fine work.which 
grows upon one ; and he has also made a 
decided effect in his melancholy painting, 
“A New Neighbourhood,” a_ half 
finished, half built site on the outskirts 
of a town, looking even more dreary under 
a light coating of snow; a picture with 
a kind of pathos about it. Mr. Hughes 
Stanton exhibits three of his French 
landscapes, of which “ A Hillside Quarry 
on the Seine” is the most powerful in 
treatment of foreground, but not so well 
composed as the smaller one in the first 
room, “The Picnic: Pas de Calais.” 
Mr. Arthur Meade’s “ Low Tide on the 
Bar” is a good landscape with a good 
rainbow (which cannot be said of all 
pictorial rainbows); and Mr. North’s 
“Morning Mist, Late Autumn,” though 
it is decidedly what may be called a made 
effect, is so charming that one is tempted 
to fall back on Turner’s answer to the 
man who “could not see” Turner's 
colours in nature—‘“ Don’t you wish you 
could ? ” 

After all, we are inclined to think that, 
as in some former years, and thanks 
mainly to one man, the honours of the 
year are with the sea-pieces. Anything 
finer in its way than Mr. Hemy’s “A 
Waste of Waters,” in the first room, It 
would be difficult to imagine ; to paint 
a mere waste of sea, without even a 
distant ship to relieve it, is a bold stroke, 
but it succeeds. There is a remarkable 
impression of movement in this sea, 
besides its truth of colour and surface. 
Mr. Hemy has two or three other seas with 
sailing ships or boats on them, which he 
paints as well as he does the sea ; but his 
ship-less sea is his great work this year. 
There are several other good seas ; there 
is a fine swing in Mr. Norman Wilkin- 
son’s “ The Ever Restless Sea,” and Mr. 





Somerscales places his single sailing ship 
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in the middle of a “ wine-dark sea” as 
well as ever ; but the Academy, we sup- 
pose, want him to change the pro- 
gramme, and so they hang him high now, 
which does not seem quite kind. There 
are other painters who repeat themselves 
quite as much, and continue nevertheless 
on the line. But then Mr. Somerscales 
is not an Academician. 

We shall have something to say about 
the sculpture on another occasion ; 
sculpture is too great and independent an 
art to be dragged in at the tail of an 
article on the paintings, the manner in 
which it is usually disposed of by art- 
critics; a treatment of which sculptors 
justly complain.

NOTES. 


Institute HE subject for the Essay 
Prise Subjects Prize for next year (open to 
~ any British subject under 
forty years of age) is “‘ The Influence on 
Architecture of Modern Methods of Con- 
struction” ; a subject which comes just 
at the right time, when there is so much 
construction of a novel type going on, 
and ought to call forth a better response 
than the Essay Prize has usually 
attracted ; the subject is of great impor- 
tance to modern architecture. The subject 
for the Soane Medallion is “ A Casino on 
the Borders of a Lake,” a subject which 
affords opportunity for some effects in 
the perspective view, and which will 
allow a reasonable latitude for some of 
those rather wanton escapades of design 
in which competitors have sometimes 
indulged themselves in the case of sub- 
jects which would seem rather to call for 
a more severe and restrained type of 
architecture. Much is permissible in a 
Casino which is out of place in a Town Hall 
or a Bank; the subject is of rather a 
French type, and may not improbably 
lead to designs showing French influence. 
The subject for the Tite Prize is a design, 
“ according to the principles of Palladio, 
Vignola, Wren or Chambers,” for a 
“Covered Arcade of Shops” 200 ft. 
long, and connecting two parallel streets. 
This is not so attractive a subject as (for 
Instance) an Open-Air Theatre or a 
Swimming-Rath, but it affords oppor- 
tunity to competitors to show how they 
could combine a monumental Italian 
style with the practical requirements of a 
tow of shops. 


EVERYONE agrees that great 

advantages would accrue to 

the whole population of 
London from a cheap supply of electricity, 
More especially if the generating-station 
Were sufficiently remote. At the present 
time there are no less than twenty-nine 
different systems of generating electricity 
employed in the sixty-six supply stations 
in London. There are also eighteen 
different systems of supply. Much of the 
plant in “use is hopelessly antiquated, 
and in many cases, owing to the rapid 
*xpansion of the supply, the sites of the 
stations are very unsuitable. In the 
case of existing companies the capital 
expenditure per kilowatt capacity is

It is true that two of the companies 
supply electricity at a penny per unit7for 
power purposes, but then they make 
their profit from the electricity supplied 
for lighting, and look upon the other 
supply mainly as an advertisement. Last 
year a Committee of the House of 
Commons rejected a Bill promoted by the 
London County Council to enable them 
to undertake the supply of electricity in 
bulk. This was done partly because the 
County Council proposed to lease the 
undertaking to private companies. The 
project has been definitely abandoned, 
and so the way is open to the company 
promoters. Lord Cromer and a Select 
Committee of the House of Lords are now 
considering the London and District 
Electricity Supply Bill; the London 
Electric Supply Bill, and the London 
(Westminster and Kensington) Electric 
Supply Companies Bill. The first of 
these companies is asking borrowing 
powers for 6,000,000/. Owing to the 
many interests involved it is not surprising 
that there are many petitions against the 
Bills. 





Amona the various ports 
where activity is being dis- 
played in the direction of 
providing increased facilities for shipping, 
Liverpool has always occupied a pro- 
minent position. The latest programme 
of dock extensions provides for the con- 
struction of works at the estimated cost of 
nearly three and a quarter millions. One 
important item is the construction of a 
half-tidal dock with an entrance lock 
870 ft. long by 130 ft. wide suitable for 
vessels 800 ft. long. Two branch docks 
will open out of the new basin, which will 
have a sill depth of 40 ft. at high water 
and permit the entrance of vessels up to 
1,100 ft. in length. The greatest sill 
depth in the port at present is 8 ft. less 
than that to be provided for the new 
works, the proposed increase of depth 
being of great value because it will 
obviate the delays hitherto experienced 
by large vessels that have only been able 
to enter the docks at high water. It is 
estimated that the execution of the works 
will occupy a period of at least six years, 
a fact showing the necessity for looking

a long way ahead in harbour engineering.

the reinforced concrete structure by the 
intense heat, the fifth floor was subjected 
to the test load of 218 lb. per square foot, 
or about 80 per cent. more than the load 
for which the floor had been designed. 
The result was the maximum deflection of 
only yi'55 the span of the main sup- 
porting beam. This is a sufficiently 
satisfactory proof that the resistance of 
the construction was not impaired to any 
appreciable extent, and another note- 
worthy point is that within two days after 
the fire the proprietors of the building 
were able to recommence operations with 
all machinery running as usual. 





One result of the develop- 

mecadsand . ment of motor traffic, and 

particularly of heavy motor 

traffic, is the grave increase of expendi- 
ture which has to be faced by highway 
authorities. At a recent meeting of the 
Lancashire County Council the Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee pointed 
out that on main roads in the county 
an additional amount of over 13,000/. 
would be required to make good the: 
wear and tear due to heavy motor 
vehicles. That is merely an _ isolated 
example of what is going on throughout 
the country. In Lancashire and some 
other counties much of the motor traffic 
is of local origin, and it may seem fair 
that the counties should bear the entire 
cost. But as the benefits of mechani- 
cally-propelled vehicles do not reach 
all classes of the community, or at any 
rate not in equal proportion, it would be 
still more fair to make those who use 
vehicles pay their share of the road- 
maintenance bill. A good deal is said 
concerning the destruction wrought by 
horses’ hoofs, and we admit their capacity 
in that direction, but we must not lose 
sight of the wear and tear due to the 
ponderous road locomotives whose em- 
ployment is so rapidly increasing year 
by year.

A.M.I.Mech.E., wherein various useful 
methods of abridging formule were 
described and illustrated. Among others 
we may specially mention a simple rule 
for calculating the safe distributed load 
on rolled steel joists of the British Standard 
proportions, a method of spacing the 
separate parts in stanchions built up of 
rolled steel beam sections, formule for 
the strength of steel columns, and a table 
of data concerning the weight of crowds. 
The rule for safe loads on steel joists is 
certainly both novel and ingenious. It 
is :—“ A rolled steel joist N in. deep over 
N ft. span will carry a safe distributed 
load of at least N tons with a working 
stress of 7 tons per square inch.” 
Values for N are given in an accom- 
panying table, which shows that the 
only exceptions to this rough rule are 
the 6 in. by 3 in. section, and sections of 
13 in. or less in width. We have 
frequently pointed out the importance 
of modern data on the weight of crowds, 
and fully endorse the statement made by 
the author that the load of 180 lb. per 
square foot is well within the range of 
probability. im 
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Subsidences ne — oni of the 
at Newcastle, Royal Commission it appears 
nae canine that the aa of 
the serious land subsidences which have 
taken place at Newcastle, in New South 
Wales, are attributable to the inadequacy 
of the struts employed in times past 
by colliery proprietors. The movements 
have not yet ceased, and the Commission 
do not hold out the hope that absolute 
immunity from damage can be secured 
in the future, but, believing that further 
movements will not be of serious char- 
acter, they do not recommend any costly 
system of underpinning. At the same 
time, they wisely deprecate the removal 
of any old struts within a radius of at 
least 200 yds. from buildings on the 
surface, and express the opinion that 
nothing short of an absolute reservation 
of the minerals beneath part of the city 
will secure immunity against future 
earth movements. A good deal of the 
injury caused has been due to the faulty 
construction of certain buildings, and 
in view of this fact the Commission refer 
_ at some length to the preservation of 
existing buildings and the types of 
construction best calculated to withstand 
movements of the earth. To meet 
exceptional circumstances of the kind 
there would be nothing more suitable 
than reinforced concrete framed con- 
struction built up from and incorporated 
with continuous foundation _ slabs. 
Buildings so designed are practically 
unaffected by subsidence or other dis- 
turbances of the earth, so far as actual 
injury is concerned. 





Waterstide 4 LARGE proportion of the 
Gas Pendants, g28 explosions which have 
occurred in recent years in 

private residences have been due to the 
use of water-slide pendants. Neglect of 
the precaution to add water from time 
to time to replace that lost by evapora- 
tion is the usual cause of gas leakage 
from these pendants, and the danger 
has become ‘more pronounced since the 
pressures under which gas is distributed 
have been raised to meet modern re- 
quirements. Recognising the danger 
which attends the use of water-slide 
pendants, the South Metropolitan Gas 
Company are now offering to convert into 
fixed pendants any water-slide pendants 
owned by consumers in the district 
supplied by them, making no charge 
for the work. Some other gas com- 
panies are, we understand, offering to 
do similar work at cost price. The 
general substitution of the incandescent 
system of gas lighting for luminous 
flames has rendered the use of water- 
slide pendants quite unnecessary, for 
with the incandescent mantle a brilliant 
light can be obtained at so small a cost 
that such economy as may be effected by 
drawing down the burner some 5 in. or 
6 in. nearer to the surface to be illumin- 
ated is so small that it may be neglected. 


Cuitron LopGe, near Hun- 
yerford, in the Kennet valley 
district, together with an 
estate of nearly 2,340 acres, which yields 
a rent-roll of some 1,800/. per annum, 
was sold last week at auction for 82,000/. 
The proceeds of the sale go to Trinity 
College, Cambridge, which sacceeded to 
the property in terms of the will of

the late Sir W. G. Pearce, Bart. Sir 
William purchased the estate about 
twenty years ago and employed Sir 
Arthur Blomfield as architect for the 
enlargement and practically the recon- 
struction of the house, which had been 
built eighty years previously. The 
former mansion belonged from a remote 
period to the Whitelockes, a family which 
died out in 1812, and of which Oliver 
Cromwell’s secretary, Sir Bulstrode 
Whitelocke, was a member. Having 
been appointed President of the Council 
and Keeper of the Great Seal he was 
included in the Act of Oblivion, and 
retired in 1660 to Chilton, where he wrote 
his ‘‘Memorials” and other historical 
works, and died in 1676. 


Or the three proposals 
CrostY which are before the public 
for the re-erection and pre- 
servation of Crosby Hall, we wish to 
support the scheme for rebuilding it, 
under the direction of Mr. John Belcher, 
in the garden of Leighton House. The 
proposal to rebuild it in the churchyard 
of St. Botolph’s has nothing to recom- 
mend it. The proposal to rebuild it in 
connexion with More House University 
Hall at Chelsea is recommended on the 
ground of the association with the 
memory of Sir Thomas More, who was 
one of the owners of Crosby Hall; this 
is a definite reason no doubt, but we 
gather that the old building will be likely 
to be rather crowded up there. Its re- 
erection in the garden at Leighton House 
seems the most suitable scheme for the 
preservation of a relic of ancient London 
architecture, which will be preserved 
there as in a kind of museum, and become 
in itself perhaps an art-museum, about the 
best use it could be put to. Lord 
Leighton himself would certainly have 
sympathised with the proposal. 








In our correspondence 
Tate Gallery, Column we print a letter 
from Mr. Sidney R. J. 


Smith which we think will be read by 
many architects with some of the feeling 
of indignation which it certainly raised 
in us. It appears that the Office of 
Works have accepted an offer from a 
wealthy donor to defray the cost of a 
new wing to the Tate Gallery, which will 
be appropriated to a loan exhibition of a 
large portion of the collection of Turner’s 
pictures, water-colours and drawings 
which belongs to the Trustees of the 
National Gallery. Apparently Mr. 
Smith, the architect of the building, 
has been in no way consulted about the 
work ; and evidently his belief (rightly 
or wrongly) is that the Office of Works 
intend to carry out the new wing them- 
selves without any reference to the 
wishes or to the design of the original 
architect of the building. As Mr. 
Smith rather pathetically says, he would 
have been willing to do the whole thing 
without any monetary consideration 
rather than see his own building taken 
out of his hands in this way. If this is 
what is going to be done, we think it a 
most unusual and indeed improper 
treatment of the architect, and we 
believe this is the only country in which 
an architect in such a case would be 
treated in that way by the Government. 
It seems to ys_a- matter in which the 
Institute of Architects ought to protest. 








A GANADIAN ARCHITECT ON ARGHI. 
TECTURAL EDUCATION. 

In the volume of Proceedings of the Ontario 

Association of Architects, which gives the 


_ transactions of their Twentieth Annual (on. 


vention (held at Toronto in January), is a 
report of a speech by one of the members, 
Mr. W. A. Langton, proposing the toast of 
“ Architectural Education,” which is of 
interest as a Colonial view of the subject. 
We reprint the main portion of the speech, 
as follows :— 

“The toast which I have to propose is 
‘Architectural Education.’ I propose to 
consider why we want this education, how 
we can get it, and what sort of education 
it is we want. 

For some time we have been trying, as a 
public body, to advance the cause of archi- 
tectural education in Ontario. The reason 
usually given is that the safety of the public 
requires it. That, of course, is quite true, and 
yet I always feel that that is not our side 
of the question. We certainly are concerned 


with the safety of the public, but we are- 


concerned with it privately, each of us in his 
own office. That we, as a body, should 
particularly interest ourselves in the safety 
of the public, because their safety is involved 
in the work we do, does not seem to me 
necessarily to follow. Somebody else ought 
to be concerned about this. There ought to 
be somebody else who insists upon our 
training ourselves in such a manner that our 
works will make the safety of the public 
secure. I do not see why we should take 
great pains or come forward very particu- 
larly as the champions of that cause. Of 
course, if we approach the Legislature or 
any other body which is to help forward the 
cause of education we must recognise that 
that is their point of view and not ignore 
the fact that it is an important element in 
the question of education. The thing that 
interests us personally is, however, the reason 
why we should advocate it and the point 
that we should aim at in it, and that is not 
the safety of the public. Personally, I take 
no more interest in the safety of the public 
in my own profession than I do in railroading 
or in the safe arrival of ocean steam vessels 
filled with emigrants, and I dare say everyone 
in this room feels much the same. I dare 
say, however, that there are some people 
in this room who do not think we should 
interest ourselves in the question of educa- 
tion from the other point of view—that 
it is a necessary condition of what we 
ought to be interested in and are interested 
in—the production of good work. We 
have received on this point a good deal 
of—not exactly opposition, but weak 
support. In a discussion of the subject 
someone is sure to say he does not see what 
good examinations are going to do; examl- 
nations do not make an architect. Well 
I do not think anybody ever said they did. 
Examinations are not the things we are 
aiming at. Examinations are not the thing ; 
they are only the means of testing whether 
the thing—architectural training—exists. 
Therefore we are not talking about examl 
nations, but that which lies behind them, 
and that for which we have the examinations 
as a test—knowledge of architecture. 

it is said that a knowledge of architect®® 
is not necessary to an architect to enable 
him to produce good architecture it rie 
to me to be a very difficult ground to stan 
on. An architect, they say, is born = 
architect. Well, if he is born an architec : 
we will admit that. A musician is born # 
musician, but his attitude towards perform 
ance is not that of the Irishman who = 
asked. if he could play the fiddle, and sa 
‘I don’t know; I never tried.’ In are I 
tecture I think We do know that if one ® 
going to venture into the field of arc i 
tecture without having more than an incling 
tion for design or a taste for beauty he w! 
not go very far. We see the musician per 
forming intricate passagesfof musiv W! 
his nose in the air, and we think he = 
that way, but he is not ; he has done a grea 
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deal offpiano-banging{in private before he 
gets that instinctive connexion between his 
fingers and the instrument which makes him 
independent of thought as to where he 
touches the piano and enables him to think 
only of music. We want to be in the same 
position ; to have the technique of archi- 
tecture at our fingers’ ends and have no 
embarrassment in carrying out our ideas. 
The poet, we also hear, is born, not made ; 
and it may be possible for an illiterate man 
to write poetry, since he has, at any rate, 
the use of a language. But architecture 
is not a language to which we are born ; it 
is a language which we have to acquire: _ 

It may seem absurd to some here that it 
is necessary to say anything like this to an 
audience of architects; but it is necessary 
to persuade some of our own members to 
abandon the position that there is no use 
in taking any steps towards the higher 
education of architects for the sake of the 
advancement of architecture ; it is only the 
safety of the public that requires that sort 
of thiag. For the advancement of archi- 
tecture as an art we want better opportu- 
nities for the architect to learn his profession, 
and that is what we are trying to urge a little 
more particularly this winter ; and I hope 
you will agree with me that higher educa- 
tion generally is necessary, and turn your 
attention to how it is to be attained: 

My father told me when he was lifted up 
to a window to see the comet of 1811 he 
thought it looked very like a birch-rod. That 
was the instrument by which education was 
instilled into the unwilling mind in those 
days. Perhaps it is a figure of speech to talk 
of it in that way. To say they got things 
into their heads is a mere metaphor. The 
process was quite otherwise, and something 
of that kind has been necessary to make 
the young turn their attention to training 
from the beginning of things. At the present 
date in our Ontario system, behind the whole 
school system, is the policeman with his club, 
driving the children to school. They are 
obliged to go. It is the law. And the law 
is what we must invoke if we are going to 
make unwilling young men train themselves 
properly to practise architecture. The only 
question is, how? When this Association 
was instituted the Hon. G. W. Ross was 
the Minister of Education. It was at his 
suggestion that we should be incorporated ; 
and his idea was that we should be some- 
thing like the Law Society—a corporation 
which would contain within its body all 
members practising the profession of archi- 
tecture. All who were then practising 
would come in as having a vested interest, 
but after that no one should come in who 
did not pass examinations set by the Asso- 
ciation which would test their qualification 
to practise. The Act as passed was all 
right with the exception of one word; the 
Introduction of the word ‘ registered’ 
instead of the single word ‘architect.’

as long as they could call themselves 
‘architect. So after the first flush of 
twenty-three or twenty-four who rushed 
to pass our examinations they very soon 
found out they might pass or not as they 
chose—and they did not choose. The 
modern method of law, the modern birch-rod, 
did not work in our case, and the question 
is, how to make it work. Pressure must be 
used in some way, or the ordinary man will 
not present himself to be properly educated. 
It is not the genius that we are talking about. 
The man we are talking about just now, 
who is said by some not to require know- 
ledge, not to need anybody to look after his 
training. is the ordinary man. The advan- 
tage of an institution of this kind, which will 
compel every architect in the country to be 
well educated up to a certain point is that it 
would start a levelling-up process. There 
would, after a time, be no one not up to a 
certain respectable line, no one below a 
certain level of professional training. That 
is what we aim at; it is to get the architects 
all over the country familiar with archi- 
tecture enough to practise decently, to make 
buildings sufficiently conformed to good 
taste. I have been in a French town in 
which there was no distinguished building 
at all ; a little town and all the buildings of a 
moderate quality ; a town very much like 
our own country towns, but it had a char- 
acter of good taste from beginning to end, 
because there they have the classic tradition 
which was established when architecture 
was taken care of by the State. Not that 
I am advocating the classic or any par- 
ticular style of architecture; only its serious 
promotion as an art by the State. We have 
to aim at that in some way. Working at 
it in our way we tried to get the word 
‘registered’ struck out of our Act and to 
use the word ‘ architect’ alone. That, we 
thought, would very soon be done, it had 
obviously been a mistake, and not only the 
Government but the Leader and the principal 
members of the Opposition at that time 
were all agreed that it was a good thing 
and that there ought to be some provision 
for the education of architects all over the 
country. So we thought there would be no 
trouble. But there was a small opposition. 
We discovered that one principal opponent 
was a man described by the member who 
acted in committee at his dictation as a 
“Grange agitator. The result made it 
evident that close corporations are contrary 
to the public mind at the present time. We 
have, therefore, abandoned the former plan 
which made the Association conduct the 


examinations. It is no privilege to conduct 
examinations. We never wanted it. We 
did it because we were asked to do it. Now 


we have a Bill which was proposed at the 
last session and was acceptable, the Govern- 
ment said, to them, in which we asked to 
have the University conduct all examinations. 
We shall thus have nothing whatever to do 
with the admission of architects to the 
profession. Some Government agency will 
take the examination of students into their 
hands. But if the title ‘architect’ is the 
reward of the successful examination, and 
‘architect’ is also the title of members of 
this Association, then, I suppose, the Asso- 
ciation will have this resemblance to the Law 
Society, that all members of the profession 
will be within its membership. We are 
disposed to let that stand at the present 
moment, although we have our eye upon 
another method of procedure which is in 
vogue in the United States by which the 
State licenses architects without reference 
to any association at all. If that proves to 
be the way in which the Government thinks 
education can be pressed upon the young 
men of the country, we are quite willing to 
accept that and let the Government license 
architects. Then we should be simply a 
voluntary body ; we should have no standing 
in connexion with the Government whatever, 
and anyone licensed as an architect would 
not necessarily belong to our body; we 
should become a club like the Architectural 





Club. What will be done I cannot say. 
Certainly something must be done, and we 
ought all to give our support to some measure 
which will press very forcibly upon young 
men entering the profession the necessity 
of architectural education. 

As to what that education should be. We 
have tried ourselves to help our students 
to prepare for examination. We have at 
this moment mathematical classes going on: 
This is all right in its way. Education in 
this line can be got to some extent at the 
Technical School, and is fully provided for 
at the School of Practical Science. I am, 
however, omitting that side of the question; 
That is the side connected chiefly with the 
safety of the public which we have con- 
sidered to be not what we are principally 
wanting at the present moment; which 
should be: looked after by someone else, 
and is, as a matter of fact, being looked after 
by the School of Practical Science. There 
must be also obtainable a training in archi- 
tecture proper; that is in design; and it 
would be a proper thing if the University 
took charge of that also. We are not in a 
position to teach that. We do not know 
how to teach, we have not got the time to 
teach, and to some extent we have not got 
the requisite knowledge. We have tried 
to do something and I think we began at 
the wrong end. We adopted from New 
York the studio system; young men were 
invited to assemble in the evenings and 
devote themselves to solving some problem 
in design given to them, and visiting archi- 
tects criticised their work. I think that is 
an entirely wrong system, because it invites 
to invention men who do not know the 
grammar of the language in which they are 
trying to express themselves. It is a 
principle of all artistic education that the 
mind should not get ahead of the hand; 
the hand should keep pace with the mind ; 
and it is better to keep a man back in his 
ideas than to give him ideas beyond what 
he is able to execute. It paralyses action. 
The painter who knows what a good picture 
is like better than he knows how to draw 
sits before his canvas unable to please 
himself and cannot bring anything to birth. 
What we want is gradually to train the 
young man to possess the technique of 
architectural design as he possesses his 
own language; to have it at his fingers’ 
ends, without’ having to think about it; 
he will think architecturally and devote 
himself entirely not to the difficulty of 
getting out the idea that he has in his mind, 
but to perfecting his idea. The way to do 
that is a long and painful one. I saw the 
process in operation in London at the school 
of the Architectural Association. It is an 
admirably conducted school. The system 
consists in taking apart the design of old 
work and putting it together again. When 
the students are familiar with the parts of 
the building, they are given problems in 
putting them together; not inventive 
problems, but problems in reproducing what 
they have already taken apart. They 
‘play the sedulous ape’ to standard 
examples until they have the architectural 
process as a habit of mind. Then they are 
fitted to originate if they have the power 
to do so. Lectures should be given at the 
same time to acquaint them with the state 
of society existing at the time these ancient 
buildings were built ,and the conditions 
of which the buildings were an outcome. 
In that way the student will understand 
how architecture originated, and when 
confronted with a new situation he thinks 
readily and naturally how to deal with its 
We are a new country ; we have no traditions: 
In France, England, or Germany, he who 
follows a style in vogue established is usually 
following a tradition of his country and is 
doing well. Here we have no traditions ; 
the abstract question of architectural design 
is placed before us, and in order to wrestle 
with that question properly and not produce 
copyism or crudity a man must have his 
mind trained so that the abstract question

of architectural design is what he is capable 
of treating. It is not only that we are in a 
new country, but new methods of construc- 
tion are coming along. It is impossible 
to reproduce in modern material an old 
design without doing violence to every 
instinct that an architect should have. If 
we are to design truly and freely in a new 
country and a new period we must have a 
true architectural culture, which can only 
come by a long and patient course of study 
supervised by a _ well-cultured teacher. 
That is what we want to press now upon the 
attention of the University as an addition 
that is necessary to the School of Practical 
Science.”

MAGAZINES AND REVIEWS. 


In the Art Journal Mr. J. A. Service's 
article on ‘“ British Pottery ’’ (modern work) 
is continued. Among the articles illus- 
trated a simple tea-service and a coffee-cup, 
produced by ‘“ Cauldon, Ltd.’ (we do not 
get the actual designer’s name) are very 
good, as also a plate of similar style of 
design to the coffee-cup. There is too much 
naturalistic work in some of the designs. 
What is called the “ Ruskin ware’’ is 
probably very good, but it evidently depends 
largely on colour, which is not shown in the 
illustrations. Mr. E. C. Clifford, in his 
‘““ Nature Series” of this month, deals with 
“Stems,” illustrated by some fine studies 
of tree-trunks from his own pencil. The 
frontispiece to the number is a mezzotint 
of Watteau’s beautiful composition, 
‘** Harlequin and Columbine,” marred only 
by the ugly mask on the Harlequin. 

To the Burlington Magazine Mr. Edward 
Dillon contributes some notes on the “‘ Origin 
and Development of the Enamelled Porcelain 
of the Chinese’; the second part of an 
article commenced in a_ previous issue. 
Some fine illustrations accompany it. Other- 
wise the number is largely occupied with 
articles which are in fact reviews of books. 

The Architectural Record (New York) con- 
tains a curious piece of architectural history, 
showing that the real architect of the New 
York City Hall, commenced in 1803, and 
said to be by far the best United States 
building of its date, was not the John 
McComb usually credited with it, but a 
French architect named Mangin, who seems 
at the time either to have kept himself in, 
or to have been thrust into, the background 
by his contemporaries, while John McComb, 
a mason, strutted in borrowed plumes at 
the opening of the building, as the nominal 
architect. These things will out, sooner or 
later. ‘Some Recent Warehouses” are 
illustrated in connexion with an article 
by Mr. Russell Sturgis, some of which are 
very commonplace—the new Scribner 
Publishing House resembles nothing so 
much as a_ grid-iron set on_ end: 
‘Washington Park Fireproof House ”’ (Mr. 
Argyle E. Robinson) is a remarkably frank 
acceptation of the fact that blank walling 
for protection of the contents is its principal 
object ; the few windows, however, might 
have been treated with a little more vigour; 
The “Carter & Holmes Warehouse ” 
(Messrs. Nimmons & Fellowes) is a good 
example of characteristic architectural treat- 
ment of a warehouse. The most important 
article in the number is that by Mr. A. H: 
Gumaer on the XVth-century Sienese 
sculptor Lorenzo de Mariano, called “ Il 
Marrina,”’ with a number of illustrations 
from. photographs of his work. Among 
“Notes and Comments” is a by no means 
too severe criticism on the apathy and the 
want of system in England through which 
Crosby Hall was allowed to be destroyed. 
The writer seems much better acquainted 
with the building than most Londoners 
were. As he truly remarks, in France such 
a building would long ago have been put 
under public guardianship as a “ Monument 
Historique.’ We may add, however, that 
it would probably in that case have been 
* restored.” 
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The Berliner-Architekturwelt contains illus- 
trations of a theatre of very original design 
and plan—the Hebbel-Theater in the 
Koniggratzer Strasse, by Herr Oskar 
Kaufmann, of Berlin. The plan is rather 
peculiar, and the exterior architectural treat- 
ment is more peculiar still; but it is at all 
events a change from the regulation classic 
usually supposed to be proper to a theatre. 

Concrete and Constructional Engineering 
contains articles and illustrations of a 
reinforced concrete building in London and 
another in New York—the latter, that of the 
McGraw Publishing Company, the most 
important; the constructional details are 
given in both cases. The building achieves 
a respectable architectural frontage in a 
very plain and square-cut style. Reinforced 
concrete is no doubt a most important form 
of construction, but so far it seems likely, 
in proportion as it is adopted, to be the 
death of architecture in the artistic and 
expressive sense. For warehouses and such 
other utilitarian structures it is no doubt 
eminently suitable. But the process is 
not flexible enough, so to speak, to adapt 
itself to architectural design. 

The Illuminating Engineer prints a paper 
on “‘ The Relation of Architectural Principles 
to Illuminating Engineering Practice,” read 
by Mr. Bassett Jones last December before 
the Illuminating Engineering Society, which 
goes very ;,thoroughly into the subject, 
and merits attention. 

The Antiquary contains an article by 
Messrs. F. W. and H. Campion, on “ The 
Old Boundary Stones of Waltham Forest,” 
with illustrations from photographs. 

An article in Scribner on ‘ The City of 
Good Airs,’’ viz., Buenos Aires, will give those 
to whom that city is only a name a new idea 
of its architectural dignity and importance. 
The sketches and photographs of the streets 
suggest quite a Parisian element.

The loyal and patriotic toasts having been 
proposed by the Chairman and honoured 
(the Right Hon. the Earl of Plymouth, 
P.C., C.B., President of the Cardiff Congress 
to be held in July, proposing the “ Navy, 
the Army, and Territorial Forces,’ and 
Surgeon-General Branfoot, C.I.E., President 
of the Medical Board, India Office,responding), 

The Hon. Mr. Justice Grantham proposed 
“The Houses of Parliament,” coupled with 
the name of Lord Robert Cecil, M.P., K.C. 

Lord Robert Cecil, in reply, said that the 
interests of the Institute in legislation were 
of the most poignant character. They took 
an interest, not only in the public Acts, but 











in that very large body of legislation, far 
more important from the point of view 
of the health and happiness of the com. 
munity, 7.e., the private Bill legislation 
which went on in the Committee-rooms 
That work was of great- interest to the 
Institute, and it was done very well. Even 
the public legislation had been more successful 
in sanitary matters than in almost any other 
department with which legislation had to 
deal, and the Houses of Parliament might 
congratulate themselves that they had been 
instrumental in assisting in the great advance 
which sanitary science had made during the 
last generation. Even the present Parlia- 
ment had done excellent work in sanitary 
legislation already, and was at the present 
time considering two Bills of the highest 
importance to the health of the community, 
2.€., the Towns Planning and Housing Bill 
and the Children’s Bill. 7 
The President then proposed the toast of 
the evening, i.e, “ The Royal Sanitary 
Institute.’ He said that the Institute 
numbered over 3,700 members and associates, 
and the income last year was 7,857I., while 
its capital was about 17,000/. The meetings 
connected with the Institute last year 
numbered 579, and were attended by over 
22,000 people. Recently the Council had 
established a new examination for women 
health visitors and school nurses whose 
duties differed rather from those of the 
sanitary inspector, and that was of much 
importance, seeing that the medical inspec- 
tion of children had come so much to the 
front. The extension of the work of the 
Institute in the Colonies was especially 
attracting attention, and the Indian Govern- 
ment had issued an official letter suggesting 
that the authorities throughout that country 
Should establish courses of training for 
sanitary inspectors based on the syllabus 
of the Institute. As to the new premises, 
there was good reason to hope that the 
efforts that the Council have been 
making to secure new premises were coming 
to a_ successful conclusion. Subject to 
the necessary settlement of legal questions 
involved, the Council had come to an arrange- 
ment to secure very suitable premises 
close to Victoria Station, which would give 
more than double the accommodation of the 
present premises, besides being more con- 
veniently arranged. This would, it was 
hoped, give a valuable stimulus to the work 
which the Institute is carrying on, and 
although a good deal of the money required 
had already been accumulated, the expenses 
of adaptation and equipment would be 
necessarily heavy, and a special effort would 
be requisite on the part of the members to 
meet this. He was pleased to be able to 
announce that Lady Douglas Galton, whose 
name they all knew, and who had shown 
the keenest interest in the welfare of the 
Institute, had spontaneously made the 
suggestion that this fund should be started 
at the dinner that evening, and had promised 
to make a donation of 100/. as the first con- 
tribution, but she had also kindly said that 
if anyone would make a larger contribution 
to head the list, she would be quite willing 
that her name should follow. This offer 
was particularly acceptable in memory 
of the immense amount of influence and 
energy which Sir Douglas Galton devoted 
to the Parkes Museum and the Sanitary 
Institute—work that was ever in their 
recollection; and the Council on his death 
nine years ago decided to name a section ©’ 
the Museum the ‘“ Douglas Galton Gallery — 
in memory of him. He might say that Lady 
Galton had been made a Fellow of the 
Institute, and she was certainly entit 
to that honour. He congratulated - 
upon the progress of the Institute, am 
he thought it might be said that they wer 
in a most flourishing condition. There va 
good reason to believe that the — 
Congress would be a great success um! “ 
the presidency of Lord Plymouth. “oo 
sanitary legislation, it seemed to him tha 
there was, to a certain extent, a change gomé 
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en in the methods by which our sanitary 
progress was to be secured in the future. 
Not many years ago the great idea was that 
local administration would be best secured 
by decentralisation, and rural councils and 
urban councils and then county councils, 
and finally parish councils were all inaugurated 
with a view of giving more local self-govern- 
ment to the people ; but it appeared to him 
that there was now rather a contrary tide 
setting in. We were finding that some of 
these local bodies had not entirely satisfied 
the demands made upon them. Of course 
they protested very vigorously that they 
had, but he was afraid that much remained 
to be done before local bodies fully acted 
up to their responsibilities, and he believed 
it was not so much fresh legislation that was 
required as the knowledge and the will 
on the part of the local bodies themselves to 
put all their powers in force, and he thought 
that the proposal to give increased powers 
to the larger bodies like county councils was 
a move in the right direction. His experience 
of a county council in the north—an excellent 


_ human nature, and he thought the remedy 
| was to give more power to large bodies rather 
_ than to smaller ones. But there was one 
| proviso. He had no objection to giving the 
| central authority power to compel local 
| bodies to do their duty, but he thought 
| that we ought to look very jealously at a 
| disposition which had been shown from time 
to time lately to enable the central authority 
not only to compel the local authorities to 
do more and more themselves, but to force 
| them to pay for it. He could not believe 
| that it was a right principle that the central 
government should practically impose a 
local rate. He regarded that as contrary 
to the first principles of local government. 
The Chairman of the Council of the 
Institute, Mr. H. D. Searles-Wood, in response 
referred to the subject of the new museum. 
That had a great call on the public, because 
it really represented the background of our 
social life. All the points which were 
illustrated in the Parkes Museum were points 
with which they came in daily contact from 
birth to death, and it was the great

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ASSOCIATION OF MUNICIPAL 
COUNTY ENGINEERS. 

A LANCASHIRE district meeting of the Asso- 
ciation of Municipal and County Engineers was 
held at Eccles on Saturday, May 9. Mr. J. 
Lobley, Hanley, presided, in the absence of 
the President, and among those present were 
Messrs. J. Mitchell, Hyde; H. Shillington, 
Lurgan; A. H. Mountain, Manchester; J. A: 
Settle, Heywood; C. Brownridge, Birken- 
head; G. W. Lacey, Oswestry ; J. S. Brodie, 
Blackpool; J. L. Sinclair, Widnes; H:

The Mayor (Alderman Nuttall) heartily 
welcomed the Association to Eccles, and 
hoped much good would result from the 
meeting. 

Mr. Lobley thanked the Mayor for his 
kind reception of the members of the 
Association. 

Mr. Price (Lytham) proposed the re- 
election of Mr. Brownridge (Birkenhead) 
as honorary secretary of the district.

Municipal Works in Eccles. 

Mr. T. 8. Picton, Borough Engineer, 
read a paper, entitled, “‘Some Municipal 
Works in Eccles.” He said that at the 
formation of the Local Board, in 1851, the 
number of houses was 1,839; population, 
9,730; death rate, 22°64 per 1,000. The 
population in 1901 was 34,361, now estimated 
at about 39,000; the number of houses, 
7,664. Death rate in 1907, 15 per 1,000; 
rateable value, 170,000/. ; poor rate, 3s. 4d. ; 
district rate, 3s. 7d. in the pound ; debt, 
258,000/. The average annual rainfall during 
the last ten years was 31°345 in. The cone 
sumption of water could be taken at 28 
gallons per head per day on the population. 
The Council had been favourably impressed 
with the use of tar macadam for certain 
classes of streets; those which were cul:-de- 
sac, and those used by light vehicular traffic; 
Up to the present time twenty-two streets 
had been laid down with tarred limestone 
macadam. The first two, being cul-de-sac 
streets, were constructed in August, 1895. 
They were in good condition at the present 
time, and had had no money spent on them 
for repairs. _The whole thickness of this 
material when completed was 6 in., made 
up of the following gauges: 2) in. gauge 
equals 3 in.; 1} in. equals 2 in.: and } in. 
equals 1 in. thick. This tarred limestone 
was laid on a foundation of clinkers, cinders, 
or brick-bats 9 in. thick. The cost, in- 
cluding excavation and foundation, was 
5s. per square yard. The Corporation 
owned the electric tramways in the borough. 
The late Board in 1877 constructed tramway 
for horse traction, costing 17,961/. These 
lines were leased to the Manchester Carriage 
Company. In 1901 the Council obtained 
Parliamentary powers to reconstruct the 
tramways for electric traction. By agree- 
ment these lines had been leased to the 
Salford Corporation for a term of thirty 
five years at an annual rental of 10 per cent: 
on the total cost, the Eccles Corporation 
undertaking the maintenance. The tram- 
ways cost 69,647/. There were 2 miles 
7 furlongs 6°33 chains of double track, and 
2 miles 1 furlong 3°20 chains of single track. 
The gauge was 8} in. The maintenance of 
the permanent way and the overhead equip- 
ment up to date had cost 1,497/. 16s. 10d. 
The construction of the tramways necessi- 
tated many important street widenings and 
improvements, costing 21,480/. This in- 
cluded a new lattice girder bridge and 
approach roads at Monton Green, in lieu 
of a very dangerous stone bridge, spanning 
the canal at right angles. The refuse 
_destructor was a “Simplex” twin-cell 
type. Each unit was equal to a 30-ton 
disposal of ordinary refuse every twenty- 
four hours with a 10 per cent. margin. The 
residue was a hard vitreous clinker, about 
33 per cent. of the total quantity of refuse 
destroyed. The evaporation in the boilers 
was equal to 1°33 Ib. of water per pound of 
refuse destroyed, the water passing into the 
boilers at 212° F. The destructors, which 
commenced firing Operations April 1, 1904, 
were worked continuously, destroying prac- 
tically the whole of the refuse of the borough. 
The steam required to drive the pumping 
engines and other machinery was evaporated 
by the refuse. The average quantity of 
refuse burnt per week of seven working day, 
was 210 tons. The annual cost in connexio- 

n 





with the destructor, furnacemen, and flue 
cleaning, 520/. The repair and maintenance 
of the furnaces last year was 161. 0s. 10d. For 
tools, etc., 25/. per annum. Capital charges, 
etc., 308/. per annum. The income was a 
saving in coal of 810/. per annum. Annual 
income for the sale of clinker for bacteria 
beds, 262/. By-products, 5/. per annum. 
The clinker crushing plant consisted of 
clinker mill with a capacity of 4 tons per 
hour, elevator, revolving screen, shoots, 
mortar mill, etc., driven by vertical inverted 
engine fixed in engine room. The crushing 
and delivery of the clinkers to the bacteria 
beds cost about 10d. per ton. The cost: of 
sewage works pump well, catch pit, detritus 
and settling tanks, conduits, carriers, con- 
tact beds, storm-water filter, and the draining, 
forming, and levelling the land, buildings 
for boilers, engines, pumps, ete., boilers, 
engines, pumps, and other machinery, 
boundary wall and gates, farm buildings, 
consisting of cowgheds, stables, barn and 
cart-shed, weigh-house and machine, 
27,436/. Building for destructors, inclined 
roadway, destructors, clinker-crushing plant, 
mortar mill, ete., 4,473/. Building for 
disinfector, disinfector machine, bedding 
removal van, etc., 606/. The annual charge 
upon the rates, interest, and sinking fund 
was 2,090/., or a rate of 3°55d. The annual 
charge for working expenses of destructors, 
pumping station, farm operations, and rent 
is 2,228/., or a rate of 3°86d. Total 7:4 pence. 
The gas was supplied by the Salford Cor- 
poration at the present price of 2s. 10d; 
per 1,000 cubic ft. The water was supplied 
by the Manchester Corporation, from their 
reservoir at Gorton. The electricity station 
in Cawdor-street was under the management 
of Mr. H. W. Angus, electrical engineer; 
The station was first erected in 1898, but 
since that date additions had been added: 
The system was single-phase, alternate 
current at 2,000 volts, 200 volts at con- 
sumers’ terminals. Electricity for working 
the tramways in the borough was generated 
at this station. The total cost when fully 
equipped would be 40,037/. In 1896 the 
Corporation commenced a_ scheme for 
demolishing nearly 140 insanitary houses 
in close proximity to the Town Hall. The 
purchase of these properties cost 22,649/: 
Most of the old houses had been pulled down. 
A new street and sewer had been constructed, 
and some new buildings erected on the site. 
To house the people displaced from the 
above the Corportaion erected forty-eight 
workmen’s dwellings in Lewis-street, Patri- 
croft, costing 12,750/., including price of 
land. They were let at the weekly rentals 
of 7s. and 6s. 6d. The present Town Hall 
was built in 1878 at a cost of 6,826/. This 
building was extended in 1898, with new 
council chamber, committee rooms, police 
court, etc. This cost 7,485/. Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie presented to the borough a hand- 
some Free Library, costing 8,700/., of which 
sum he had already given 7,500/. The 
Corporation possessed a cemetery of 36 acres, 
costing 11,9087. to lay out. Also three 
recreation grounds, 10, 10, and 12 acres 
respectively, and other open spaces. There 
was a public swimming bath at Patricroft, 
erected in 1882, but it required enlarging 
on more modern lines. It cost 4,833/., 
including extensions. 

Mr. Price (Lytham) referred to the fact 
that some of the tar macadam roads had 
been laid by contractors. The prophet 
hardly ever had honour in his own country, 
and therefore councils thought outsiders 
could do the work better than their own 
officials—a thing which was not justified 
by actual results. He thought Mr. Picton 
might be allowed to do more work by direct 
labour. 

Mr. H. G. Whyatt (Grimsby) said the 
progress Eccles had made in recent years was 
astonishing, even to himself, who was a 
resident of the district for many years. 
He thought the laying of tar macadam 6 in. 
thick in streets which were cul-de-sacs was 
extravagant. The Eccles Corporation had 





made an excellent bargain with the Salford 
Corporation in getting 10 per cent. on the 
cost of the lines, making a revenue of 7.0002 
on four miles of road. ; 

Mr. G. W. Lacey (Oswestry) agrecd wi 
Mr. Whyatt that 6 in. of (gpa. 
on a good foundation seemed an extravavant 
depth, unless the traffic was particularly 
heavy. This accounted for the high cost 
per square yard. On the face of it a rate of 
nearly 73d. for sewage disposal would seem 
to be a comparatively heavy rate, but looking 
at the amount which a penny rate produced 
the assessments in Eccles would not appear 
to be unduly high. He proposed a vote 
of thanks-to Mr. Picton for his paper. 

Mr. Cox (Manchester) who seconded. was 
surprised that none of the streets had been 
laid with granite tar macadam. Granite 
would wear much better than limestone 
roads, and could be used for main roads and 
heavy traffic. 

Mr. Brodie (Blackpool) said he was much 
interested in tar macadam, and had done a 
good deal in that direction. He had laid 
tar macadam in limestone, granite, and 
blast-furnace slag, and he must say that in his 
experience limestone gave the best results. 
He had looked at the prices set out by Mr. 
Picton and thought they were very reasonable. 
When he heard very low prices in regard to 
tar macadam or anything else, he looked 
round for the reason. It seemed too good 
to be true; too sweet to be wholesome. 
He saw that the tramways were the prorerty 
of the Corporation of Eccles and were leased 
to the Salford Corporation at a rental of 
10 per cent. on the capital outlay, the 
Corporation undertaking the maintenance. 
He also had some parts of the Blackpool 
Corporation Tramway system which were 
leased to two companies, one at the north 
end and one at the southern end of the town. 
Tn the case of one company he had an arrange- 
ment whereby he had a percentage on the 
capital outlay, and he had to keep up the 
maintenance of the line, and in the other 
case he had a smaller percentage and the 
company had to pay for the upkeep of the 
lines. He could assure them there was no 
comparison between the two methods. 
The upkeep was much heavier than any 
tramway men thought, and he advised them 
to put the cost of maintenance on to the 
shoulders of the company and not on the 
Corporation. The usual percentage where 
they undertook maintenance was 9 or 10) 
per cent. on the outlay, and this would land 
the Corporation in a deficit on their tramway 
undertaking at no very distant date. An 
experiment had been made at Liverpool 
the previous Monday of spraying tar on the 
top of a dry macadam road which gave 
promise of success for dust laying. 

The Mayor (Alderman Nuttall) agreed 
with the remarks of Mr. Brodie as to the cost 
of maintenance of the tramways, and said 
so far as Eccles was concerned they would 
not be guilty of taking anything for the 
rates in the earlier years, because he felt 
sure that at the end of the term they would 
want money for the big repairs which would 
be required. 

The members were entertained to luncheon 
by the Mayor and Corporation at the Town 
Hall, and the afternoon was occupied with 
visits to the Carnegie Library, the workmen $ 
dwellings, the electricity station, the Barton 
aqueduct and swing bridge. and the sewage 
works. 

At the conclusion of the visits the members 
were entertained to tea at the Town Hall.

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THE LONDON COUNTY COUNCIL. 

Tux first meeting of the Lomdon County 
Council after the Easter recess was held on 
Tuesday in the County Hall, Spring-gardens, 
8.W., Mr. R. A. Robinson, the Chairman, 
presiding. 

Loans.—On the recommendation of the 
Finance Committee, it was agreed to sanction 
the borrowing by Chelsea Borough Council 
of 2,730l. for paving works. It was agreed to 
lend Greenwich Borough Council 8171. for ex- 
tension of Borough Hall, Greenwich ; Hammer- 
smith Borough Council 43,3007. for paving 
works; and St. Marylebone Borough Council 
12,3017. for electric lighting. 

Imperial College of Science and Technology. 
—The Education Committee recommended 
that, subject to the approval of the mainten- 
ance estimates, 1908-9, and to the Council here- 
after sanctioning the expenditure, and with- 
out in any way committing the Council to the 
payment of an annual grant, a payment of 
5,000/. be made to the governing body of the 
Imperial College of Science and Technology, 
provided that the Council is satisfied that the 
development of post-graduate teaching and re- 
search for the session 1908-9 involves an addi- 
tional net expenditure on the part of the 
governors of not less than the amount thus 
contributed. 

The motion was carried. 

Improvement.—The Improvement Committee 
recommended, and it was agreed: —- 

That the estimate of expenditure on capital 
account of 44,5001., submitted by the Finance 
Committee in respect of the widening of Belve- 
dere-road, Lambeth, shown upon the plan, be 
approved. 

That the widening of Belvedere-road, Lam- 
beth, in accordance with the plan, be under- 
taken. 

Schools, etc.—It was agreed that : — 

The estimate of expenditure on capital 
account of 291/., submitted by the Finance 
Committee in respect of taking out and litho- 
graphing the bills of quantities in connexion 
with the erection of a secondary school on a 
site in Tollit-street (Mile End), be approved. 

That the estimate of expenditure on capital 
account of 140/., submitted i the Finance Com- 
mittee in respect of taking out and lithograph- 
ing quantities in connexion with the erection 
of new divisional offices on the site of St. John’s 
Hill (Wandsworth), be approved. 

Tenders—Submission by Works Committee.— 
The Education Committee reported as 
follows :— 

“The Council, on February 11, 1908, decided 
that when tenders were invited up to March 31, 
1908, for the erection of a school and for any 
works to an existing school, the Works Com- 
mittee should be authorised to submit a sealed 
estimate of the cost, such estimate to be pre- 
pared, delivered, and dealt with in the same 
manner as, amd concurrently with, the tenders. 
In connexion with this arrangement the Works 
Committee have submitted estimates in 
eighteen cases, and in seven cases the esti- 
mates were the lowest. We are of opinion 
that the operation of the arrangement should 
be extended until December 31, 1908. We re- 
commend :—(a) That the operation of .stand- 
ing order No. B 167 be suspended in order that 
the following recommendation (b) may be 
dealt with; (b) that when tenders are invited, 
up to December 31, 1908, for the erection of a 
school, and for any works to an existing school, 
the Works Committee be authorised to submit 
a sealed estimate of the cost, such estimate to 
be prepared, delivered, and dealt with in the 
same manmer as, and concurrently with, the 
tenders.”’ 

The recommendation was agreed to. 

London Building Act.—On the reception of 
the report of the Building Act Committee, Mr. 
Cassall called attention to the report in the 
Press as to the recent fire in Dalston, in which 
statements were made that the Council were 
not doing its best to enforce the section of the 
Act of 1905 dealing with the means of escape 
in case of fire. 

Mr. Goldsmith (Chairman of the Committee) 
said the Council could have taken no action as 
regarded the Dalston. building because the sec- 
tion was limited to dealing with buildings over 
50 ft, in height, and this particular building 
was not 50 ft. high. The Council was carry- 
ing out its duty under the Act. 

Stability of the Stadium.—Mr. Chapman 
asked if any steps had been taken to determine 
whether the stadium at the Franco-British 
Exhibition, which was said to accommodate 
80,000 people, was safe. 








Mr. Goldsmith said a test was made nt 
Saturday, and 220 soldiers were employed for 
the purpose, and the result was reported as 
being satisfactory. The stadium would accom- 
modate 70,000 people. 

The Castle-street Disaster.—Replying to Mr. 
Reynolds, Mr. Goldsmith said there had been 
further investigations with regard to the recent 
collapse of buildings in Castle-street, but the 
investigations were not yet complete. The Dis- 
trict Surveyor thought that possibly, owing to 
defective sanitary arrangements, the footing 
had become saturated with water from the 
water-closet, and had been affected. 

Codification of the London Building Act.— 
Answering Mr, Pilditch, Mr. Goldsmith said 
he hoped shortly to present a report with re- 
gard to the codification of the London Build- 
ing Act. 

Asylum Accommodation.—The Finance Com- 
mittee’s report stated that in May, 1906, the 
Council passed a preliminary vote in respect to 
the preparation of plans, estimates, etc., in 
connexion with the erection of a new asylum 
for 2,000 patients on the Horton estate, but 
as the Asylums Committee stated in their re- 
port that, in view of the recent steady decline 
in the rate of increase of London pauper lunacy 
and of the possibility that there might cease 
to be an increase, it was doubtful whether it 
would be necessary to take steps, at any rate 
for the present, towards the provision of an 
eleventh asylum. The project of erecting a 
new asylum on the Hortcn estate was, there- 
fore, in abeyance. 

Sir J. McDougall thought this was a mis- 
take. It was a very serious matter that they 
should fill the whole of their accommodation, 
knowing that there was an increase annually of 
about 400 pauper lunatics in London, and that 
it took at least five years to provide a new 
asylum. He thought the Council was hardly 
doing its duty in not proceeding with the 
building of a new asylum. 

Mr. Goodrich declared that there was no 
immediate need for a new asylum, and thought 
that the policy suggested by the Finance Com- 
mittee was best calculated to serve the interests 
of the Council.

The Council, having transacted other busi- 
ness, adjourned.

LONDON DAY TRAINING COLLEGE: 


HE London Day Training College, 
erected by {the London County 
Council, occupies a site having a 
frontage of 110 ft. on Southamp- 

ton-row and 54 ft. on Fisher-street, Holborn, 

W.C. ; the land being part of the surplusage 

of that acquired in connexion with the 

Southampton-row widening. This site was 

selected for the College as immediately 





adjoining that of the London County Council | 


Central School of Arts and Crafts, now in 
process of erection, so as to enable economy 
to be effected by the common use of rooms for 
assembly, etc., by the students of both 
school and college, and by the saving of 
reduplication of heating plant, etc. In- 
cidentally this contiguity of the two buildings 
lends itself to breadth of architectural treat- 
ment. 

The college has been provided for the 
professional training in teaching of students 
who are receiving their academic education 
in the University of London at King’s, 
University, Bedford, and other Colleges. 

To obtain the required accommodation 
it has been necessary to cover practically the 
whole of the site, which is approximately 
6,590 superficial ft. in area, and so to obtain 
adequate light throughout the building was 
a question of some difficulty. 

The building contains seven stories, in- 
cluding the basement and entresols. To the

On the fourth floor are the art studio, 
the nature study room for instruction in the 
study of natural objects, in animal and plant 
life, and the chemical and physical laboratory,

With the exception of the dark room, all these 
rooms have ample top light from the north- 
east. The kitchen to supply the refreshment 
room is placed on this floor. 

In addition to the main staircase there is 
in the rear of the building an external iron 
staircase, giving alternative means of escape 
in case of fire. The staircase is so arranged 
that it can be approached from all parts of 
the building, independently of the use 
of the main staircase, which is completely 
isolated by tire-resisting, self-closing doors.

The height of the general class-rooms is 
about 12 ft.; that of the lecture theatre is 
18 ft.; of the large common rooms on the 
first floor 16 ft.; and of the gymnasium in 
the basement and the art rooms and labora- 
tories on the fourth floor 20 ft. 

The height of the building from the level 
of the footway in Southampton-row to the 
top of the cornice is 75 ft. 6in. Above this, 
the main roof, which is covered with lead, 
rises to a further height of 12 ft. to the ridge, 
making a total height of 87 ft. 6 in. 

The fagades on Southampton-row and 
Fisher-street generally are faced with Portland 


_ stone ; the lower part, to a height of 12 ft. 6 in. 
with balance room, preparation room, and | 


above the street, is faced with granite from 
the Colcerrow Quarries in Cornwall. 

The entrance-hall walls are lined with 
Portland stone, interbanded with Hopton 
Wood stone, from Wirksworth in Derbyshire. 

The building has been designed in con- 
junction with the Central School of Arts and 
Crafts which adjoins it, without adherence to 
any particular “style,” in a plain and 
substantial manner with the intention of 
giving expression to the purposes for which 
it is to be used. 

The heating apparatus consists of 100 
radiators, which have a total heating surface 
They are heated by low- 


vacuum system. Seventy of the radiators 
are fitted with special ventilating bases 
which permit of fresh air being taken jn 
through the walls of the buildings and passed 
up through the radiators before entering the 
rooms; by this arrangement all the air 
required for ventilation during the winter 
months is supplied at a suitable tempera- 
ture. Each radiator is under complete con. 
trol, and the temperature of each room can 
be varied at will. The necessary steam is 
supplied by two multitubular boilers, each 
of which is 17 ft. long by 8 ft. in diameter. 
These, together with the necessary mechanical 
appliances, such as feed and vacuum pumps, 
are placed in the basement of the adjoining 
building. 

The electric current is obtained from the 
Metropolitan Electric Supply Company, Ltd., 
for both lighting and power, and special 
arrangements have been made for the 
building to have two distinct supplies, so that 
in the event of a failure occurring on one 
supply, the stand-by supply will be imme- 
diately switched on by means of an automatic 
electrical switch, thereby preventing a 
total extinction of the lights throughout the 
premises. The system of lighting is by 
means of Tantalum incandescent lamps and 
inverted arc lamps, and it may be of interest 
to note that this college is the first of the 
Council’s buildings lighted electrically, in 
which the incandescent lamps are all of 
metallic filaments, whereby a large saving 
in consumption of current will be effected. 
By the use of inverted arc lamps, a perfectly 
shadowless light is obtained in such rooms 
where this is desired as, for example, in 
the museum, manual training room, science 
laboratory, and art studio. The wiring 
throughout the college is run in steel conduits 
embedded in the walls, floors, and ceilings, 
and arranged so that the more important 
rooms are supplied from more than one 
circuit. 

In addition to the electric lighting. four 
electrically-driven fans have been erected 
on the roofs, dealing with the whole of the 
ventilation of the building. An_ electric 
service lift on the push-button system has 
also been fixed, and arranged for serving 
each floor. An automatic system of electric 
fire alarms is fitted throughout the building. 

All the principal rooms have electric clocks 
worked on the Magneta system, operated by 
a master controlling clock erected in the main 
hall. 

The designs for the building were pre- 
pared by Mr. W. E. Riley, F.R.1.B.A.. the 
Souncil’s Architect, on the basis of require- 
ments submitted by Dr. William Garnett, 
Educational Adviser to the Council (then 
Secretary to the ‘Technical Education 
Board), and the work of erecting the building 
has been carried out by the Works Committee 
of the Council, and under the immediate 
direction of Mr. G. W. Humphreys, the 
Council’s Manager of Works. The lighting 
and other electric work together with the 
installation of the heating apparatus has 
been carried out by the Council's Chiet 
Engineer, Mr. Maurice Fitzmaurice.

NEW GYMNASIUM, MARLBOROUGH 
COLLEGE. 


As WE mentioned when publishing the 
perspective view of this building last week, 
the plan and description promised by the 
architect had not arrived in time for publi- 
cation. Having now received them, we 
append the plan and print the following 
description of the work :— 

The building stands on the site of the Bride- 
well or’ Prison erected early in the XVIIIth 
century, and the retention of the excellent 
brick walls of the recreation yard and the 
utilisation of portions of the wards and 
constables’ dwellings has had considerable 
influence on the plan. The gymnasium 


proper has old walls on the west, south, and 
east sides for three-fourths of the height, 
and these have been strengthened by brick- 
in-cement piers to carry the steel girders 
of the roof, rusticated on the outside.

room with top light, also an _ instructor’s 
room having a window giving a view of each. 
At the back, formed out of the old wards, are 
two dressing-rooms (one on the ground floor 
for the school gymnasts, and one of similar 
dimensions over for visitors) and a lavatory 
with bathrooms and water-clozets. 

The main entrance is on the west by a 
lobby which gives access to the gymnasium 
and the instructor’s room, also, by means of 
a stone staircase, to a wide-stepped gallery 
at the west end and a narrow gallery for the 
full length of the north side of the room. 
An old doorway with stone jambs and head 
has been retained in the south wall, and 
three of the old cell windows with their 
gratings have been inserted to light the 
space under the west gallery as shown 
in the view. 

The roofing of the wide area has been 
treated by span roofs each way across the 
centre, springing from steel girders and 
presenting a central gable on each front; 
these roofs are covered with green slates and, 
for the four flats at the angles, vulcanite is 
employed. The wide projecting eaves and 
gables have consoles and panelled soffits. 
The intersecting cross roofs are cradled out 
to form semicircular ceilings on the inside, 
divided by broad flat ribs all plastered. The 
girders are made available for slinging up 
the gallery and for the ropes for rings and 
other appliances, so that the floor space of 
the gymnasium is free frem obstructing 
pillars. 

The building is heated by low-pressure hot 
water, and ventilated by inlets admitting the 
air over the radiators, and extract shafts 
leading to a cupola at the intersection of 
the roofs. 

The works have been carried out by 
Messrs. B. Hillier & Sons, of Marlborough, 
from the designs of the architect, Mr. C. E.

Junior INSTITUTION OF ENGINEERS.— 
A paper on “ The Purification of Water”’ 
was read at a recent meeting of this Institu- 
tion, held at the Royal United Service In- 
stitution, Whitehall, by Mr. Geo. H. Hughes, 
the chairman, Mr. Frank R. Durham, 
presiding. After dealing with considerations 
relating to questions of the sources of supply, 
the author made reference to the methods 
of purification as practised by the ancient 
Japanese and Egyptians. The various 
processes in connexion with modern 





methods were then entered into, including 
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preliminary treatment, sedimentation, screen- 
ing, straining, settling, rough filtration, 
sterilising, and precipitation. The three 
types of filters—gravitation, mechanical with- 
out chemicals, and mechanical with 
chemicals—were described and _ illustrated. 
The system of filter-cleaning by means of 
hydraulic ejectors as adopted by the Metro- 
politan Water Board was referred to, in 
which the sand is lifted, removed, and 
partially washed en route to a rotary washer. 
In considering various filtering media the 
qualities of silicated carbon, polarite, and 
coke were mentioned, and passing on to 
water softening, the three usual processes— 
lime, soda, and combination of the two— were 
discussed. On the subject of sterilisation 
the author recounted his experience in 
successfully applying copper sulphate in the 
treatment of a South African water, which 
occasionally developed alge. Such growth 
often occurred where circulation was im- 
perfect, and the Staines reservoir was in- 
stanced as an example, but with the aid of 
copper sulphate the oscillaria had been dis- 
persed. He considered an electrolytic hypo- 
chlorite solution to be the best remedy in 
such cases. The results of storage in bulk 
and questions appertaining to covered and 
open filters, climatic conditions, and tem- 
perature concluded the paper. A discussion 
followed.

I had thought the new 
architect would, at least, have said something 
to me about doing the work, and I should 
have been only too pleased (without monetary 
consideration) to have done all I could to 
help him with plans of existing work, and 
with particulars of what I proposed, to 
complete the building I designed.

The Chairman, in the course of a speech 
moving the adoption of the report and balance- 
sheet, expressed the regret they all felt at the 
death of Mr. Wm. Sapcote, of Birmingham, a 
director of the Company for eight years, and a 
man respected by all who knew him. It was 
most satisfactory that the number of their 
policies had been increased by nearly 12 per 
cent., and the premium income by 4,400/., in 
spite of the slackness of trade. After some 
further remarks on questions of management, 
Mr. Rider said that the new and heavier 
liabilities created by the Act last year were not 
yet fully appreciated, and he should like to 
call their attention to two or three of them. 
First of all, he alluded to the largely additional 
cost caused by the reduction of the period of 
incapacity from a fortnight to a week, and 
where that incapacity lasted longer than a 
fortnight, dated back to the date of the acci- 
dent. A week went by so quickly, that whereas 
under the old Act twice that period had 
to elapse before any claim could be made, in 


that time a man would often be sufficiently 


recovered to at any rate be inclined to resume 
work; now, compensation being payable after 
seven days, there arose a growing disinclina- 
tion to do so, especially in winter time, and 
even more so when trade was slack as at_pre- 
sent; and the temptation to sit at home amd 
receive the weekly dole—often supplemented 
by a payment from his union and his sick 
club—was strong. Again, the settlement by 
payment of a lump sum they found increasingly 
difficult to arrange, especially in the case of 
men of sixty years of age and upwards, who 
became so accustomed to the regular arrival of 
the weekly 1/. (augmented in the way to which 
he had just referred), that an amount formerly 
sufficient to secure a fair and reasonable settle- 
ment was now of no avail, and they settled 
down into a chronic state of pensioners, in the 
face of demands so exorbitant, that they could 
not be entertained. Another element was that 
of claims arising under the heading of in- 
dustrial diseases that were now held to be acci- 
dents under the Act, so that they were liable, 
not only to pay weekly half wages where a 
man was suffering in this way, but, in the 
event of his death, for the same amount as if 
it had been caused by a fall or some other 
similar cause. He would emphasise the fact that 
this Act had only been in operation a few 
months, and no one could foretell its develop- 
ments in the future. It was, therefore, obvious 
that the only safe and wise course for their 
directors to pursue was one which, whilst aim- 
ing at the greatest economy consistent with the 
highest efficiency, would ensure perfect security. 

The report and balance-sheet were formally 
adopted, and Mr. C. H. Barnsley, Mr. J. 
Howard Colls, Mr. J. Stevenson Jones, and 
Mr. J. H. Marsden were re-elected directors of 
the Association, and Mr, Charles Fox was re. 
elected auditor.

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DIPLOMA IN ARCHITECTURE AT 
CAMBRIDGE. 
WE take the following from the current issue 
of the Journal of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects :— 


“The syndicate appointed to consider the 


desirability of instituting in the University cf 
Cambridge a diploma in architecture have 
considered the remarks made by members of 
the Senate at the discussion on January 30, 
and now present to the Senate the following 
amended report :— 

With regard to the possibility of framing a 
complete scheme of work, part of which would 
be post-graduate, leading up to some final test 
which might or might not carry with it a 
diploma the syndicate are not unanimous. 
They adhere to their proposal of a preliminary 
examination in subjects connected with architec. 
ture divided into two parts, the first dealing 
with the mathematical and scientific prin- 
ciples on which the practice of architecture is 
based, the second part comprising the history 
and theory of architecture and the allied arts. 
They think that an appropriate title fcr the 
examination would be ‘‘ Examination in Pre- 
liminary Architectural Studies.” They pro- 
pose that the examinations should be held 
twice a year and should be under the general 
management of the Board of Examinations; 
that one or both parts should be open to can- 
didates who have kept three terms, but that a 
candidate should not offer himself for examina- 
tion in more than one part im the same term 
unless he has previously kept eight terms, and 
has entered on his ninth term at least. They 
further suggest that a candidate who has 
obtained honours, or been allowed the ordinary 
degree in Mechanical Sciences Tripos, or has 
passed in Parts I. and II. of the Special Ex- 
amination in Mechanism and Applied Science, 
shall be exempt from Part I. of the Examination 
in the Preliminary Architectural Studies. 

The syndicate anticipate that the proposed 
examination would be suitable for various 
classes of candidates. They have, in deference 
to criticisms of members of the Senate, recon- 
sidered their suggestion that it should be 
added to the number of special] examinations 
for the ordinary degree, and they now propose 
that the examination should be one which may 
be taken during or at the end of any of the 
regular courses leading to graduation, and that 
it should not entitle to a degree except in the 
case of those who have taken honours in a part 
of any tripos examination or in one section of 
the Medieval and Modern Languages Tripos 
(New Regulations). It is to be hoped that a 
student who has obtained honours in his 
second year in parts of certain triposes is now 
entitled to his degree at the end of the third 
year without further examination, provided that 
he presents a certificate or certificates “ showing 
that he has, during the terms required to be 
kept subsequent to the term in which he 
obtained honours, diligently pursued a course 
of study in the University.’’ It would be open 
to such students to qualify for a degree during 
their third year by attendance on courses con- 
nected with the subject of the proposed pre- 
liminary examination in architectural studies, 
and they might take one or both parts of the 
examination in the course of their third year. 
The syndicate propose that no candidate shall 
be entitled to a certificate that he has passed 
the examination until he shall have. qualified 
for a degree. 

So far as concerns the class of students who 
from the beginning aim only at an ordinary 
degree, it might be only the more intelligent 
or the more energetic of them who could pass 
both a special examination and the two parts 
of the architectural examination by the end cf 
their third year, and in their case one or both 
parts of the architectural examination would 
be deferred till after graduation.” 


Obituary. 


Mr. R. C. Davy.—We have to record the 
death of Mr. Robert Clifton Davy, architect 
amd surveyor, of Maidenhead, aged 57. His 
firm designed many of the best-known riverside 
residences at. Maidenhead, Taplow, Wray, 
Cookham, and Pangbourne. The last portion 
of his lifetime he was in partnership with Mr. 
Stephen Salter, of Oxford. Mr. Davy was a 
prominent Freemason. holding the rank of 
Warden in Provincial Lodge. 








General Building Hews, 


CuurcH ENLARGEMENT, EccLesaLt. — The 
enlargement of Ecclesall Church has now prac- 
tically reached completion. The old chancel 
has made way for a transept and chancel with 
north and south aisles and choir and clergy 
vestries. Above the north chancel, aisle, and 
vestr.es an organ-chamber has been constructed. 
Externally, the building is faced with local 
stone, whilst the internal dressings are of 
Ancaster stone. The ceilings of the chancel 
and, transept are boarded, and are of barrel 
form, decorated in green and white. The 
chancel stalls, altar-rails, and table, and the 
screen are of oak, the carved crestings of the 
last having been done by the evening carving 
class held in connexion with the Ecclesall 
National Schools. The electric light will be 
installed. The cost of the alterations already 
carried out is about 7,000/., but there are still 
further projected improvements. The general 
contractors for the work are Messrs. John 
Eshelby and Son, and the architect Mr, Temple 
Moore. 

New Cuurcu, Srppat.—A new church, to be 
known as St. Mark’s, is to be built at Siddal. 
From several designs submitted, those drawn 
by Messrs. Walsh & Nicholas, of Halifax, have 
been selected, and this firm have been 
appointed architects for the work. The cost 
of the complete scheme is estimated at over 
7,000/., this including provision of a tower. It 
is not proposed to proceed with the whole 
scheme immediately, but with the first three 
bays of the west end, which will cost 3,6127., 
including the parish-room and vestry. The 
accommodation provided in the completed 
church is 882 seats. 

Mission CuurcuH, FRESHWATER Bay, ISLE OF 
Wicut.—A mission church is being built in the 
hamlet of Freshwater Bay, Isle of Wight. It 
will have Ventnor stone facings, dressings of 
a local stone, and thatched roof. The archi- 
tect is Mr, Isaac Jones, of London. 

Cuurcu or St. Mary, Overton.—Work has 
just been begun on the rebuilding of the tower 
of this church, and also on the erection of a 
new baptistery. The contract has been secured 
by Mr. Kersley, of Overton, and the work is 
being carried out under the supervision of 
Messrs. Cancellor & Hill, architects, of Win- 
chester. The scheme is estimated to cost about 
2,0007. 

New Cuurcu, Brompton.—A new church, 
dedicated to St. Luke, is in course of erection 
at New Brompton. The architects are Messrs. 
Cutts, the builders being Messrs. West 
Brothers, of Rochester. 

CuurcH Hatt, Betrast.—The foundation- 
stone was recently laid of a new hall in con- 
nexion with All Souls’ Church.

CONGREGATIONAL CHAPEL, CymMMER.—A new 
Welsh Congregational chapel has been built at 
Cymmer, Rhondda, at a cost of 3,0507.

Fred Dorman, architect, of Northampton, for 
a sanatorium for the cure of consumption, 
which it is. proposed to build at Creaton. 

THe Apert Hatt, Norrincuam.—The Not- 
tingham Albert Hall, which was burned down 
two years ago, is being rebuilt. By purchasing 
extra land the erection of a building of con- 
siderably larger dimensions than the old one 
has .been made possible, and accommodation 
will be provided for about 3,000 people, which 
is about 1,000 more than formerly. In the 
orchestra there will be space for 300 per- 
formers, and accommodation has been made 
for an organ, to cost 2,0007. or more. At the 
rear of the hall an institute is to be built 116 ft. 
in length by 47 ft, in width. The plans for the 
hall and institute have been prepared by Mr. 

E. Lambert, of Park-row, and the whole 
scheme will involve an expenditure of about 
32,0002. 

ALTERATION OF FREE ASSEMBLY-HALL, EDIN- 
BURGH.—The trustees of the Free Church of 
Scotland are proposing to alter St. Columba’s 
Free Church in Johnston-terrace, Edinburgh, in 
order to make it more suitable for assembly 
purposes. At present the building is seated in 
the ordinary way for church purposes. It is 
proposed, among other things, to introduce 
division lobbies, to widen the passages con- 
nected with the auditorium of the church, and 
to reconstruct the basement floor to a con- 
siderable extent. The estimated cost of the 
work is approximately 2,5007. The architects 
are Messrs. John Burnet & Son, Glasgow. 

INFIRMARY EXTENSION AND Nursegs’ Home, 
Setty Oak, BrruincHam.—These buildings, for 
the King’s Norton Board of Guardians, which 
have occupied two years in erection, were 
formally opened on the 9th inst. The original 
portion of the infirmary was opened in 1897, 
and included an administration block, with 
kitchens and two pavilions, two stories in 
height. The main corridor has now been 





extended to the east and to the west. LEast- 
ward from the original building a three-story 
pavilion for women has been planned, and 
westward a similar pavilion for men. On the 
south side of the main corridor the two 
pavilions are fully completed, while the por- 
tions on the north side have been built as far 
as the smaller rooms extend, leaving the long 
wards for future erection. There are in the 
southern portion of each new pavilion three 
large wards (one on each story) 92 ft. 10 in. in 
length by 24 ft. wide, containing twenty-eight 
beds each. A portion of these at the south 
end is divided off by a glazed screen the full 
height of the room, so that it can be used 
either as a separate ward for four beds, or as 
a day-room. This has doors to the larger por- 
tion of the main ward, and to a south balcony 
where on each story patients may obtain the 
benefit of sunshine and air. In connexion 
with these balconies are stone staircases which 
serve as fire-escape stairs from each story. 
The wards are floored with boards of Burmese 
teak, amd the walls are finished with Parian 
cement. A steward’s office has been built at 
the west end of the extended main corridor, 
and an operating-room with all requisite 
fittings, and an angsthetic-room adjoining it 
has been added. Two large glazed verandahs 
with large opening sashes have been erected, 
one against the west side of the large ward 
on the ground, floor of each pavilion, into which 
beds may be wheeled from the ward. An 
original detached building with two small 
wards has been included in the new one-story 
isolation buildings, and two separate wards, 
each for four beds adults (or six children’s 
beds) have been erected, with nurses’ room to 
each; and near to them, but detached, is a 
dining-room and a bathroom for the nurses. 

The Home for Nurses has been erected on 
land on the opposite side of Raddle Barn- 
road, and is three stories in height. On the 
ground floor, with south aspect, are a large 
sitting and recreation-room for probationers, 
with a similar room for nurses separated by a 
movable screen. There is also a reading-room 
at the north-east angle, and a sitting-room for 
the ‘‘Home Sister.’ On the first floor is a 
sick room with windows on two sides. At each 
extreme end of the building is a three-story 
stone staircase, so that safe egress in case of 
fire is afforded. The corridors have floors of 
cement-concrete paved with tiles. 

The builder for the whole work is Mr. Thos. 
Johnson, and the architects are Messrs. C. 
Whitwell & Son, of Birmingham. The builders’ 
contracts amount to 32,400/., to which the cost 
of heating and hot-water supply apparatus, 
electric lighting, lifts, and furnishing have to 
be added, which will make a total of about 
47,0007. Messrs. Bernard Hall & Jones have 
acted as consulting engineers for the heating 
and electrical work. 

PARISH-HALL, Uxpripce.—A_ parish-hall has 
been built in Belmont-road, Uxbridge. Messrs. 
Fassnidge & Son have carried out the work 
at a cost of about. 2,200/., the general super- 
vision. of the construction being in charge of 
Mr. Robert S. Bailey. 

SHEFFIELD Roya Hosprtaut.—A country 
annexe to the Sheffield Royal Hospital has 
been built at Fulwood. The building is of red 
brick, with ashlar stone facings, and there are 
two wards, one for males and one for females, 
each with accommodation for twenty patients. 
These occupy a single story and stand on 
either side of the central administrative block, 
which is two stories in height and has accom- 
modation for five nurses. The architects were 
Messrs. Gibbs & Flockton; Messrs. Joseph 
Badger & Sons were the contractors for the 
joinery work, Mr. Henry Turton for the 
masonry, Messrs. Sedding & Co, for the slat- 
ing; the plumbing was done by Messrs, Oliver 
Brothers, the painting by Messrs. John Walsh 
& Co., and the lavying-out of the grounds by 
Messrs. Hadfield & Son. The cost has been 
about 5.9007. 

Gotr CLus-HovsrE, PRENTON.—The members of 
the Prenton Golf Club have erected a new club- 
house. Mr. Ernest C, Aldridge, of Liverpool, 
was the architect. 

ProposeD Pusiic BatHs, NECHELLS, BIRMING- 
Him.—Mr. R. H. Bicknell, Inspector to the 
Local Government Board, held an inquiry at 
the Council House recently into an application 
by the Birmingham City Council for sanction 
to borrow 21,9957. for the erection of public 
baths at the corner of Nechalls Park-road and 
Aston Church-road, Nechells. The Corpora- 
tion were represented by Mr. Prideaux, who 
stated that in November, 1906, the Council 
authorised competitive designs, and, these 
having been obtained, the designs of Mr. 
Arthur. Harrison were adopted, and the esti- 
mates, amounting to 21,995/., were accepted. 
The estimates included various tenders, the 
largest being 15,0007. odd by Messrs. Bowen & 
Co. for the erection of the building. Mr. A. 
Harrison (the architect) and Mr. J. Cox (the 
engineer) explained the details of the plans. 
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TRADE NEWS. 

Messrs. Warine & GILLOw have been com. 
missioned to decorate and furnish the rooms 
of the Royal Pavilion at the Franco-British 
Exhibition, which is to be used in connexion 
with royal visits, amd on other special occa. 
sions. The rooms consist of a dining-room, the 
Queen’s sitting-room, and a lounge, in addition 
to which there are a classic entrance-hall and 
an atrium. The design for the dining-room js 
in Georgian style; with panelling in green and 
white, and a heavily-moulded ceiling. The 
furniture will be in massive walnut. Louis 
Seize is adopted for the Queen’s sitting-room 
which is to be panelled in grey and white 
woodwork, relieved with mirrors and tapestry 
panels. The French gilt furniture is covered 
in tapestry. As the lounge faces due south. it 
requires a very cool treatment, and this will be 
attained by means of a decorative treillage 
somewhat of an XVIIIth century French 
character, with green chairs and settees to 
match. All the rooms will have the same kind 
of carpet—a rich moss-green velvet-pile—which 
will ensure unity of effect. 

Messrs. Patman & Fotheringham, Lid. 
builders and contractors, are responsible for 
two of the pavilions in the same exhibition, 
those for the Ardath Tobacco Company, and 
for Schweppes, Ltd. They occupy adjoining 
plots opposite the machinery hall and the 
French restaurant. The Schweppes pavilion is 
a reproduction of the old shop in Bristol, occu- 
pied in the XVIIIth century by Jacob 
Schweppe. chymist, who first made soda-water 
in 1787. The building is constructed of open 
timber and plaster work, roofed with old tiles. 
The Ardath Tobacco Company’s pavilion jis 
erected on three sides of a central courtyard, 
a miniature cigarette factory forming an im- 
portant part of the building, which is in the 
style of the Italian Renaissance, in plaster, 
roofed with red tiles, the joinery work through- 
out being stained an apple-green colour.

Stained Glass & Decoration. 


Memoria, Winpow, DatHam.—An_ east-end 
window of stained-glass, to the memory of the 
late Captain E. F. Rhodes, has just been un- 
veiled in Dalham Parish Church. The 
window is the work of Mr. Bryams, of London. 

Sr. Pavr’s, Watpen.—At St. Paul’s, Walden, 
there was recently dedicated a memorial 
window and a churchyard cross. The cross 1s 
20 ft. high, and is of Portland stone. It was 
designed by the late Mr. G. F. Bodley, R.A. 
and is stated to have been his last work. 

Memoria Windows, NewcastLe CaTHEDRAL.~ 
The five windows in the clearstory of the east 
wall of the north and south transepts of New: 
castle Cathedral have recently been filled with 
stained-glass, as a memorial to the late Mr. 
Askew-Robertson, of Pallinsburn, the work 
having been designed and executed by Messrs, 
C. E. Kempe & Co., of London. A memorl 
brass has also been fixed on the east wall o 
the south transept, immediately underneat 
these windows. The brass is mounted upon 4 
slab of black marble, and bears an I 
scription. The brass work has been execute 
by Messrs, Emley & Sons, Newcastle. 
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“Draw Borcuers.”—In the annual report of 
the Medical Officer of Health for Wood Green, 
which has just been issued, it. is recorded that 
the sanitary inspectors had experienced con- 
siderable trouble with the drain ‘ botcher. 
Some people, the report adds, thought aryone 
could reconstruct a drain, and it is hoped by 
the Chief of the Sanitary Department that the 
day will come when all men. engaged in drain 
work Will have to prove their capability. Un- 
satisfactory men, it is said, were engaged 
through ignorance ; it could not be through 
cheapness, for in two instances the inspectors 
had to have the drains pulled up entirely aud 
reconstructed, 

Ramway IMPROVEMENTS, Barxkinc.—After 
more than two years’ work, the London, ‘fil- 
bury, and Southend Railway Company have 
completed the new Barking Station, the widen- 
ing of the line, and the extension of the elec- 
tric train service from East Ham to Barking. 
The main object of the new works has been 
to relieve the congestion of traffic caused by 
the old Tanner-street junction of the_Fen- 
church-street and the St. Pancras and Liver- 
pool-street lines. The whole of the works were 
designed by Mr. J. R,_ Robertson, Chief 
Engineer of the London, Tilbury, and South- 
end Railway, and carried out under the super- 
vision of Mr. 8. Heaton-Ellis, resident engineer, 
All the earthworks and permanent-way con- 
struction were done by the Company’s own 
men, under the direction of Mr. H. W. Stride, 
district engineer. 

Tip Uriiisinc OF Reruse.—Dealing with the 
system introduced into Southwark for the dis- 
posal of house refuse, etc., by a sort of mincing 
process, and the sale of the minced refuse to 
farmers as a cheap dressing for the land, Mr. 
Arthur Harrison, the Borough Engineer and 
Surveyor, states that, previous to October, 1906, 
the house refuse was taken to the country 
depot, screened, and sorted, the ashes and 
breeze being sold to brickmakers, and the 
waste material being partly burned and the 
remainder disposed of in various ways. Owing 
to the increased use of cooking stoves (gas) 
during the last few years, it was found that 
the nature of the refuse had changed, and that 
it did not produce ashes and breeze in suffi- 
cient quantities to pay for hand screening, and, 
moreover, owing to depression in the brick 
trade in Kent. the sifted material could not 
be sold, even if it could be produced from 
part of the refuse. Having regard to these 
facts, it became necessary to seek for some 
other method of disposal, and Mr. Harrison 
decided to experiment with a Clero crusher 
for pulverising the refuse without sorting it, 
and then utilising the crushed material as a 
dressing for the lamd. He found by this 
ingenious system that in one operation the 
refuse could be turned into a material re- 
sembling mould, suitable for immediate use 
on the land as manure, or for mixing with 
clay or heavy soils. Mr. Harrison was able 
to suggest a way to improve the machine, and 
now the Borough Council has three of them. 
The “produce” of the machines fetches 
2s, 4d. per ton. The result is that thousands of 
pounds are now being saved. The plant is 
driven by electric motors. Mr. Harrison con- 
siders this system preferable to any other. The 
plant occupies very little space, and crushes 
the refuse without the slightest nuisance from 
dust or smell.

M. Marcel Lambert, the 
architect to the Palace of Versailles, has been 
appointed chief professor in the atelier of 
architecture of the Ecole Nationale des Beaux- 
Arts—_A competition has been opened for the 
construction in ferro-concrete of two bridges 
in the Department of the Eure, at Goulet and 
at Notre Dame de I’Isle——The Municipality 
of Evreux have voted a sum of 50,000 francs 
for the enlargement of the town museum. 
sum of nearly 2 million francs is to be ex- 
Pended on works for the construction, of new 
quays om the right bank of the basin of the 
port of Rouen.—tThe historical exhibition of 
portraits of eminent men of the second half 
of the XIXth century has been opened at the

GrrMAny.—The new building for the Society 
of Merchants, in Frankfort, was erected for 
1,750,000 francs, from the designs of Messrs. 
Vietze & Helferich, of Frankfort. A second 
bridge over the Neckar, at Mannheim, was 
opened in February. The design was selected 
in competition, and was the work of the 
Gustavsburg Bridge Building Company, of 
Mainz, and Messrs. Griin & Belfinger, of Mann- 
heim. The bridge, which cost 3,000,000 franes, 
consists of an iron arch 114 metres wide, 
flanked by two masonry arches 595 metres 
wide.— From June to October a Building 
Exhibition will be held in Stuttgart. The 
object is to illustrate domestic architecture in 
1ts widest sense as opposed to monumental 
building, and to note the advance it has made 
in material, construction, and technique. In 
conjunction with this will be an exhibition of 
artisticaliy furnished rooms.——The remark- 
able improvement noticeable in. the building of 
schools throughout Germany is traceable to 
efforts emanating from Munich. A fine new 
school has just been opened in this town 
from the designs of Messrs. Bertsch & Thiersch, 
in which great attention has been bestowed on 
artistic effects. The cost amounted to 650,000 
marks, or 17 marks per cubic metre.——The 
new National Bank for Germany, in Behren- 
strasse, the Lombard-street of Berlin, was 
built from the designs of the engineer, Alfred 
Messel, of Berlin. The elevation is a 
departure from the accepted bank style, 7.e., 
Renaissance, for its flat, precipitous facade, 
pierced by elongated square-headed windows, 
is a development of the Berlin style of 100 years 
ago.—~—The age of the locomotives in use in 
Germany varies considerably. Of the total 
22,006 in use in 1905-06, the average age was 
128 years. Taking the Prussian-Hessian 
engines, the average age runs 111 years, the 
Saxon 183 years, and the Bavarian 1971 years, 
The Bavarian Government railway has seventy- 
two engines which have served over forty-five 
years, of which fourteen date back over fifty 
years, the oldest having been built in 1853.—— 
The National Museum of the Province of 
Westphalia, Miinster, which was begun in 
1904, was opened last March. It is built in the 
national style from the design of Hermann 
Schidtler.—In the competition opened for 
sketches for dwellings for the workmen and em- 
ployees of the Building Society for Small 
Dwellings, Nuremberg, no first premium was 
awarded to any of the fifty-nine competitors. 
A second premium of 1,500 marks was awarded 
to H. Selzer, of Nuremberg.——Emil Bopst, 
of Carlsruhe, won the first premium of 1,500 
marks in the competition opened for a crema- 
torium in Freiburg i. Br.— During his last 
stay in England the German Emperor showed 
his appreciation of the English country house 
by purchasing several typical designs and send- 
ing them in the form of lantern slides to 
various authorities in Germany. Most of the 
designs were by Mr. F. B. Wade, of London, 
and Messrs. Lawson & Reynolds, of Bourne- 
mouth. What first strikes the German mind 
on comparing several English plans is the re- 
gard for certain principles which govern all 
the plans, whereas in Germany these principles 
are still being sought for. Again, in England 
self-contained houses are in demand, whereas 
in Germany the cost of the site is so great that 
this luxury cannot be afforded. Another great 
difference lies in the absence of a basement to 
an English country house, whereas this is con- 
sidered de rigueur in Germany, both for the 
sake of health and for the prevention of dry 
rot, which is so universal. The absence of 
washhouse, copper, amd drying-room appears to 
be another great oversight to the German, 
whose housekeeper considers these apartments 
essential to a good plan. The German also 
misses balconies in the English elevations, 
which, quite apart from their esthetic value, 
are required for airing mattresses, etc. He is 
struck by the absence of architectural orna- 
mentation in the newer designs, where the 
artistic effect is produced by the combination 
of materials. 

AvstriA.—It seems unfortunate that three 
important ancient buildings in Prague, 
the Karlshof, the Royal Palace, and St. 





Henry’s Church, should be allowed to 
fall into ruin because the opinions of 
Prague experts as to their restoration 


do not agree with the opinions of the Vienna 
Central Commission for the preservation of 
historical monuments. In the seventies a large 
number of restorations were carried out in 
Prague, more or less successfully, but of 
recent years the work has come to a stand- 
still owing to the impossibility of satisfying 
all the authorities interested in the care of 
monuments.——The building was lately put in 
hand of the Exhibition Hall, Eislaufverein- 
latz, Vienna, for the use of those artists who 
ftoke to no Austrian Society. The site 
measures 6,000. sq. metres, but only one-half 
will be built over; the remainder is to be laid 
out in gardens. The plans were prepared by 





Messrs. Hoffmann, Schoenthal, Kammerer, 
Hoppe, and Kerndle. A new granite and 
ferro-concrete bridge is to be built at Prague, 
near the Rudolphinum, at a cost of 2,160,000 
kronen.—aA large and fashionable hotel is 
about to be built in Vienna, from the designs 
of Messrs. Kupka & Orglmeister, at a cost of 
14 million francs. The hotel will contain 
311 rooms and 436 beds. In the competition 
opened, for a savings bank at Caslau, out of 
fifty-four designs, the first premium was 
awarded to Ladislaus Skrivanck, of Vienna. 
——The Workmen’s Accident Insurance Asso- 
ciation of Austria and Salzburg have decided 
to ccmmemorate the Emperor’s Jubilee by 
building in Salzburg four workmen’s blocks 
containing seventy-two dwellings, at a cost of 
330,000 kronen.—The new cavalry barracks, 
Gorz, are being built from the design of the 
Municipal Architect Guis. Peteani. The 
building will occupy an area. of 40,000 sq. metres, 
and the cost is estimated, at 900,000 kronen. 

SwEDEN.—In the competition opened for a 
road bridge over the Norr, in Stockholm. 
twenty-eight designs were submitted. Neither 
of the big premiums of 7,000 and 4,000 kronen 
was awarded, but the third premium of 3,000 
kronen was awarded to the author of the 
design ‘‘ Norrstrém,”’ whose name has not yet 
been published. The Committee recommended 
for purchase, at 1,000 kronen each, the designs 
“Veritas,” Ellipse,” “Drei Wohltitigkeits- 
marken,”’ and “ Eisenbeton 1.’

** Allée dans le Parc de Cambri’’—480 guineas 
(Obach); an example of H. Fanton-Latour, 
four by J. Maris—680 guineas, six by J. 
Tsraels—900 guineas; and a landscape by H. 
Harpignies—300 guineas (Obach); ‘‘ Outside 
the Harbour,” and “Off the Lizard,” by 
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H. Moore, R.A.—203 guineas; a road scene 
with cottage and figures, by J. S, Cotman— 
75 guineas (Gooden & Fox); F. Brangwyn’s 
‘‘Lord Mayor’s Show in the Olden Time’’— 
120 guineas (Lefevre); and seven landscapes 
and coast scenes, by C. F. Daubigny, four of 
them on panel, at prices ranging from 105 to 
350 guineas. The picture by Mr, Brangwyn 
has been presented to the Guildhall Gallery. 

Bisuorp Lioyp MemoriaL, Newcastte.—A 
memorial is to be placed in St. Nicholas’ 
Cathedral, Newcastle, to the late Dr. Lloyd, 
thind Bishop of Newcastle. It comprises a 
sculptured tomb, with a recumbent effigy of the 
late Bishop. The figure is sculptured in 
Carrara marble, and shows the Bishop with 
the hands folded across the breast. The figure 
rests upon a base of carved stone. The choir- 
screen has had to be altered to enable the tomb 
to be placed in position, and the carved screen 
has been duplicated, forming a canopy over 
the tomb. There are mourning angels at 
the feet. The figure has been sculptured by 
Mr, F. W. Pomeroy, A.R.A., and the altera- 
tion to the screen work, etc., has been designed 
by Messrs. Oliver, Leeson, & Wcod, architects, 
Newcastle. 

Henpon Parish CuHuRCcH.—We recently 
announced that Mr. Temple Moore had pre- 
pared plans for the renovation and enlargement 
of the parish church, dedicated to St. Mary. The 
church is for the most part of the Decorated 
and Perpendicular styles, but has remains of 
an earlier period. From the summit of the 
“high hill” the embattled tower, which has 
lately evinced signs of decay, commands an 
extensive prospect across the valley of the 
Brent of the north-western parts of the county. 
In May, 1898, a faculty was decreed for the 
removal of the gallery over the north-east 
chapel, which darkened the church, obscured 
some ancient monuments, and was very little 
used. Tho several monuments include one by 
Flaxman to members of the Colmore family, 
of Warwickshire, and those of Sir William 
Rawlinson (1794) amd Bishop Fowler, of Glou- 
cester (1714). In the churchyard were buried 
Abraham Raimbach, the engraver; Nathaniel 
Hone, R.A.; Sir Joseph Ayloffe, Bart., the 
antiquary; and Rundell, the goldsmith, of 
Ludgate-hill. At the Hall lived David Garrick, 
who bought the manor and advowson to the 
church in 1756. 

Tests witH Fire ExtTIncuIsHERs.—We have 
received a copy of the report of the British 
Fire Prevention Committee upon tests made at 
North Bank, Regent’s Park, with ‘‘ Accurate ”’ 
fire extinguishers. These extinguishers were 
submitted to the Committee by the Tea Tray 
Company, of Newark, U.S.A., and are of a 
type which has long been familiar in this 
country. They consist of cylindrical metal 
vessels charged with a solution of bicarbonate 
of soda, and containing a glass bottle filled 
with acid. To bring the appliance into action 
it is turned upside down, the stopper of the 
acid bottle then falls as far as the inner face 
of the cap will allow, and the acid is gradually 
discharged from the bottle into the solution of 
sodium bicarbonate. Gaseous carbon dioxide 
in large volume is produced by the reaction 
between tho acid and the soda salt, and the 
pressure of the gas causes the liquid in the 
extinguisher to be ejected with considerable 
force. The extinguishers tested by the Com- 
mittee contained 2 gallons and 3 gallons of liquid 
respectively. The report contains full particu- 
lars of all the tests made, and states that the 
tests again show that hand chemical fire 
extinguishers, as a class, can be employed with 
advantage in the incipient stages of a small 
fire, and that where the fire is too large to be 
extinguished with hand appliances the hand 
extinguishers may yet be useful in keeping 
the fire in check until larger extinguishing 
appliances can be brought into action. 

Tue VENTILATION OF LonpDon County CounciL 
Main Sewers.—Greenwich Borough Council 
have received a letter from the Main Drainage 
Committee of the London County Council to 
the effect that the County Council would erect 
ventilating-shafts over the sewers if the 
Borough Council would provide suitable sites, 
preferably on land or thoroughfares under its 
control. The Main Drainage Committee stated 
that they were unable to act upon the sugges- 
tion of the conference convened by the Green- 
wich Borough Council that further experi- 
ments in sewer ventilation should be made, as 
the use of coke fires and electrical fans would 
necessitate the construction of chimneys and 
shafts. and their influence would be very 
local. The Public Health Committee of Green- 
wich regarded this letter as not consonant 
with the reply of the Chairman of the Main 
Drainage Committee to the deputation from 
the conference. They understood the Chair- 
man said the London County Council would 
be prepared to close a surface ventilator for 
every ventilating shaft for which permission 
could be obtained. The Public Health Com- 
mittee observed that the promise to erect a 





ventilating shaft at the expense of the Borough 
Council would be doing no more than the 
London County Council had previously done, 
and that the whole tenor of the complaint of 
the deputation wag that a nuisance existed 
which it was the duty of the London County 
Council to abate at its own expense. It was 
hoped that something would be done to pre- 
vent the nuisance from emanations of sewer- 
gas from the sewers before the advent of the 
warm weather. The Public Health Committee 
has decided to strongly urge the London 
County Council to again take the matter into 
consideration, and asking that, failing more 
effectual remedies, ventilating shafts be erected 
on private sites free of expense to the Borough 
Council, 

PREVENTION OF Smoxe.—The Public Health 
Committee of the Fulham Borough Council, 
having considered the scheme of the London 
County Council for the prevention of the 
smoke nuisance, recommend that the local 
authority support the County Council._—The 
General Purposes Committee of the Deptford 
Borough Council are opposed to the proposals 
on the grounds that the powers possessed by 
the authorities at the present are adequate for 
dealing with the matter; that the proposals 
perpetuate and strengthen the present un- 
desirable overlapping of the powers of local 
authorities dealing with this matter, resulting 
in waste of public money; and, further, that 
the proposals are vexatious and unmecessary, 
and, if carried into effect, will prejudice the 
trade amd industry of London. 

Lonpon Main Dratnace.—According to tlie 
annual statement of the London County Council 
with reference to main drainage, the average 
amount of sewage dealt with during the year 
was 245 million gallons per day. The in- 
teresting statement is mentioned that at the 
Barking outfall there is a l-acre coke bed which 
has been in action for over thirteen years for 
the bacterial treatment of the effluent produced 
by chemical precipitation, and the purification 
continues to be satisfactory. The sludge from 
the sewage is taken to sea by the Council’s 
six sludge vessels, which each have a crew 
of twenty-four officers and men. Each vessel 
carries a load of 1,000 tons. During the year 
the vessels made 2,410 trips to and from the 
deposit area in the “‘ Black deep.” Altogether 
the vessels travelled 241,000 miles. Consider- 
able progress has been made during the vear 
in connexion with the scheme of main drainage 
extension works, which will cost approximately 
4,000,0007. Up to the date of the report 
2,000,0002. had been expended. 

RenaMED StreEts.—It is mentioned in the 
London County Cenuncil Annual Report that 
last year 100 streets were renamed, whilst 190 
subsidiary names were abolished. The houses 
that were renumbered came to 3,438. 

WorkINnG-cLAss Dwe.tincs In Lonpon.—The 
latest London County Council statement shows 
that the dwellings for the working classes com- 
pleted and commenced in the year ended 
March, 1907, provided for the accommodation 
of 7,749 persons, and cost 325,5127. The total 
number of persons for whom the Council has 
provided accommodation, based on two persons 
per room, is 41,602. This accommodation con- 
sists of 5,990 tenements in block dwellings, 
1,484 cottages, and 1,845 cubicles in lodging- 
houses. During the year under review, new 
buildings to accommodate 496 people were com- 
menced at an estimated cost of 28,6177. 

Buitpine Act Sratistics.—The annual statis- 
tics as to the London Building Acts, just issued, 
mention that during the year 2,235 applications 
were made, the number granted being 1,824. 
There were 3,513 cases of dangerous structures 
reported. When a structure is ruinous (says 
the report), or when it is so far dilapidated as 
thereby to have become unfit for use or occu- 
pation, or is neglected or otherwise in a struc- 
tural condition prejudicial to the property 
in, of the inhabitants of, a neighbourhood, 
the Council may make application to a magis- 
trate, who may cal] upon the owner to take 
down or repair the structure to the satisfaction 
of the Council. In pursuance of this power, 
seventy-eight structures were surveyed during 
the year. In eighteen cases no action was 
necessary ; in nineteen cases the necessary work 
was done by the owners; fourteen buildings 
were demolished by the Works Department. 
The other cases were still under consideration 
when the reporti was published. 

CreMENT IN THE Unttep Statres.—Mr. Seymour 
Bell, British Commercial Agent in the United 
States, writes to the Foreign Office :—‘‘ There 
is much uncertainty as to the outlook in 1908 
as far as cement is concerned. Though build- 
ing operations have to a great extent been 
curtailed, there is still a large amount of work 
under way, and cement is being employed 
more and more every year in the construction 
of buildings. The railways will certainly re- 
quire a less quantity than in 1907, but the 
United States Government will, on the other 
hand, be a large buyer for the Isthmian Canal 





rian, 
and other important works. The tot 
of Portland cement in the United Sea 
approximately, in 1905, 35,246,812 barrels- i. 
1906, 46,463,424 barrels; in 1907, 48,006,099 
barrels. An association has recently beer 
formed by important cement manufac. 
turers for the purpose of putting o 
end to natent. litigation which has “ 
going on for some time. The further 
objects of the Association of Licensed Cement 
Manufacturers are to improve the mechanical 
and chemical processes used in making cement 
the improvement of the quality of cement, and 
the establishment of an association laboratory 
for technical tests and experiments. It is 
stated that nearly 70 per cent, of the output 
of the Portland cement industry of the country 
is represented by the association.” ‘ 
Historic Buipines.—A reference to the pre- 
servation of historic buildings and monuments 
made im a County Council report is of interest 
to builders and architects, who have €xcep- 
tional facilities for lending assistance in the 
direction: indicated. It is pointed out that in 
connexion with street improvements and other 
works the Council occasionally requires pre- 
mises with a view to demolition. These pre- 
mises sometimes possess noteworthy architec. 
tural features, or are historically interesting 
and photographs are taken of such premises, 
or drawings made of those portions which are 
architecturally interesting so that a record may 
be preserved. During the year, 242 buildings 
were surveyed. In connexion with these and 
other buildings not belonging to the Council, 
sheets of forty-four measured drawings of por- 
tions cf buildings or objects of interest were 
prepared by the architect, and 276 photographs 
taken. Many interesting pieces of carving and 
joiner’s work were secured, as well as ex. 
amples of wrought-iron work, lead fanlights, 
rain-water heads, stone date tablets, etc., sixty- 
seven articles altogether being obtained, (Con- 
sideration is also given to such cases of altera- 
tion or demolition by private owners or 
authorities other than the Council, and build- 
ings in London of historic or architectural in- 
terest are brought to their notice. The Dis- 
trict Surveyors employed under the London 
Building Acts have been requested to notify 
the Council whenever it is brought to their 
knowledge that buildings that possess’ interest- 
ing architectural features or historical associa- 
tions are about to be demolished or substan- 
tially altered. For the purposes of record, 
photographs are taken and drawings made of 
the buildings and of objects of interest therein. 
Usually the owners of the buildings about to 
be demolished allow the Council’s officers access 
to the premises to enable the records to be 
made, and assistance is rendered by other per- 
sons supplying to the Council copies of drawings 
and photographs of buildings of architectural 
interest. . 
History or Roap Constructrion.—Mr. Henry 
E. Stilgoe, City Engineer and Surveyor, re- 
cently delivered a lecture to the department of 
civil engineering of the Birmingham Univer- 
sity on ‘Roads and Road-making.” Mr. 
Stilgoe described road construction as one of 
the oldest branches of engineering. The 
Roman roads were laid out in straight lines 
for several miles at a stretch, and formed very 
direct lines of communication. In the forma- 
tion of these roads no labour was spared, 
and in many cases they entailed considerable 
earthworks in the form of cuttings and em- 
bankments. In numerous instances it Was 
obvious the construction did not extend beyond 
cutting down to the solid formation of rock 
or chalk, but in certain towns there were 
remains of paved roads consisting of masonry 
work about 3 ft. thick, having foundation 
courses about 15 in. in depth of large flat stones 
laid on lime mortar, then 8 in. of small stones 
embedded in mortar, a layer of 6 in. of con- 
crete, and finally a course about 6 in, thick of 
closely-jointed large stones. The wear could 
not have been commensurate with their cost, 
if labour had been of any value. The lec 
turer described the Telford roads. so called 
after Thomas Telford, who was af one time 
surveyor of public works in Shropshire, an 
the macadam roads, called after John Lov Fl 
MacAdam, whose method was. still calle 
“macadamising.” Mr. Stilgoe detailed the 
methods of modern road-making, remarking 
that. though they might make the surface 0 
the best material, it was of no avail without 
a sound and well-drained foundation. Refer- 
ring to the dust problem, Mr. Stilgoe com- 
pared the costs of tar-spraying and watering, 
and said that dust might be greatly amg 
by proper care during the construction of the 
road. 2 The

Burtp1ne LINE IN, KENSINGTON.—At a recent 
itting of the Kensington Borough Council a 
letter was received stating that the owners 
wera not prepared, to bear the expense of sur- 
endering certain land to get an alteration in 
the building line at 43 and 45, Uxbridge-road, 
and consequently buildings there will be 
erected up to the present line of frontage. 

ROTHERHITHE-STREET WIDENING.—It may be 
remembered that, at a recent meeting of the 
Bermondsey Borough Council, it was reported 
that the Improvements Committee of + 
London County Council had considered @ sug- 
vestion that the width of Rotherhithe-street, 
between the approach of the Surrey Canal 
stairs and a point about 95 ft, to the south of 
the swing-bridge over the entrance to the 
Surrey Lock, should be increased to a width 
of 36 ft. to 40 ft. by the addition to the public 
way of land belonging to the Council. The 
land in question is situated on the west side 
of the road, and has an area of about 830 sq. ft. 
The Committee wanted to know whether the 
Borough Council wquld undertake, at its own 
cost, the paving and other works if the London 
County Council added the land to the public 
way. The Committee of the Borough Council 
has since viewed the thoroughfare, and re- 
ports that the widening is very desirable. The 
(Council therefore agreed to do the paving. 
At the meeting of the Borough Council a 
few days ago a letter was received from the 
London County Council intimating that the 
improvement would be at once commenced.

Sourh Kensincton Museum.—Replying in 
the Parliamentary Papers to Mr. Whitehead, 
Mr, Runciman stated that the Board of Educa- 
tion considered it expedient to defer the 
apppointment of the new advisory council for 
the Art Museum until arrangements had been 
made for dealing with the administrative work 
of the museum, after the completion of the 
approaching transfer of the Board’s offices to 
Whitehall. The Board, however, being 
desirous of avoiding the occurrence of any 
delay in the transference of the Art Museum to 
the new buildings when they are completed, 
appointed a small temporary committee to pre- 
pare a scheme of arrangement of the whole of 
the objects comprised in the Art Museum collec- 
tions, which should provide the greatest 
facilities for study, both to those interested in 
the manufacture of objects of a kind repre- 
sented in the collections, 7.e., craftsmen, 
designers, manufacturers, and students; and 
also, secondarily, to those interested in art 
without regard to its relation to industrial 
production, z.e., artists, students of art, and 
students of the history of manners and, customs. 
The composition of the Committee is as fol- 
lows:—The Right Hon. Sir Charles Dilke, 
Bart., M.P., chairman, Mr. J. C. Wedgwood, 
M.P., Mr. W. A. S. Benson, Mr. Lewis F. Day, 
Mr. Harry Powell, Mr. Cecil Smith.

Nationan Memoria, To QuEEN VictTor1A.—In 
the Parliamentary Papers on Friday last week, 
Mr. Claude Hay asked the Home Secretary 
what is the reply he has advised His Majesty to 
give to the memorial presented to His Majesty 
on February 20 last, through the Secretary of 
State, as to the work connected with the 
National Memorial to Queen Victoria being 
entrusted to foreigners in England and abroad. 
Mr. H. Gladstone replies as follows :—‘The 
answer I have to give is that I have, by the 

Ing’s command, given careful consideration 
to the prayer of the petition, but regret that 
I have been unable to advise His Majesty to 
take any action in the matter. On such occa- 
stons as this the choice of workmen and, the 
method of carrying out the work are invariably 
left in the hands of the sculptor entrusted with 
its execution, and in this case his reasons for 
ating the hard Sicilian marble, which was 
Chosen for the central portion of the Queen 
ictorla Memorial, in order to ensure as much 
resistance as possible to the London climate, 
worked at the quarries at Carrara, appear to 
me to be conclusive. In the first place, this 
Plan has afforded an opportunity of securing 
in the rough the most suitable and enduring 
eeerial, free from all flaws and defects. 
Secondly, it has ensured a better result by the 
employment of men accustomed from their 
oyhood to the working of extremely hard 
marble such as that selected. Thirdly, it has 
saved the great expense of importing over 





1,000 tons of raw material which in the course 
of working would have had to be discarded 
owing to the discovery of defects. I may add 
that the granite for the steps and paving of 
the central portion of the memorial, as well as 
all the surrounding architectural work, is 
being carried out by British workmen.”’ 

Open Space In SoutHwark.—Last year, when 
there was a proposal to erect buildings on the 
garden in West-square, Southwark, the 
Borough Council approached the County 
Council with the view of preserving the garden 
as an open space, and as a result the land has 
been acquired, and the Metropolitan Public 
Gardens Association hag offered to lay out the 
same. The vendor has inserted a clause in the 
agreement for sale by which the authority shall 
agree to lay out the space as a garden, and 
keep it enclosed and prevent it becoming a 
common playground. The Borough Engineer 
of Southwark had laid a plan before the 
Council which, by reducing the carriage-way, 
would increase the size of the garden to 
30,000 ft. At the last sitting of the Borough 
Council it was agreed to contribute a third of 
the cost of the scheme. 


_ Tue “Coney” Parent Pire-Jomnt.—This new 
joint for lead pipes is one of many inventions 
which have been introduced as substitutes for 
the wiped solder joint. It is specially designed 
for positions in which unions are commonly 
used, such as connexions to cisterns and other 
fittings. In the case of a cistern, for example, 
the joint is formed by means of a 
threaded brass or gunmetal cistern-seat- 
ing with a back ringnut for making a 
tight joint with the cistern; the end of 
the seating is coned, and a corresponding 
coned ring and backnut are passed over the 
end of the lead pipe before the latter is 
opened out with a turnpin. The end, of the 
lead pipe is fitted on the coned end, of the 
cistern seating, and by means of the backnut 
the coned ring is forced against the outside 
of the lead pipe, .and the lead is thus com- 
pressed between the two coned surfaces until 
a tight joint is obtained. It is said that a 
tight joint can be made by means of these 
fittings in three minutes. The invention cer/ 
tainly merits a trial. 

THE CasTLE-sTREET DisastER.—In the House 
of Commons Lord R. Cecil, having asked the 
President of the Local Government Board 
whether he has any information as to the 
cause of the recent collapse of houses in Castle- 
street, Mr. Burns replies:—The jury at the 
coroner’s inquest on the persons killed by the 
fall of these houses found that there was no 
evidence to show what caused the collapse. 
Investigations have been made with a view of 
ascertaining the cause by the Department of 
the Superintending Architect of the London 
County Council in conjunction with the Dis- 
trict Surveyor. The latter thinks that leakage 
from the cld drains in one of the houses must 
have saturated and softened the earth under 
the walls and angle chimney breast, and also 
to some extent rotted the lower portion of the 
same, and he has suggested that this may to 
some extent account for the disaster. He also 
thinks that a cesspool which was situate only 
a few inches from an old angle breast may also 
have contributed to it. Having regard to the 
number of old houses in London, some of which 
are about the same age as those here in ques- 
tion, I cannot say that it is impossible that 
an accident might happen elsewhere under 
similar unforeseen circumstances; but the Dis- 
trict Surveyors are continually on the lookout 
for buildings which indicate signs of danger, 
and Part IX. of the London Building Act, 
1894, contains provisions for dealing with such 
eases. Accidents of this kind are of very rare 
occurrence. The matter is still being investi- 
gated by the Superintending Architect of the 
London County Council, and. I do not think it 
is necessary to direct an inquiry myself on the 
subject. 

Marine Works In IRELAND.—Replying to Mr. 
Lonsdale in Tuesday’s Parliamentary papers, 
Mr. Birrell said that the marine works at 
Wicklow, for which the late Government 
granted 22,000/.. would be completed in about 
six months. The foreshore protection works 
were practically finished, and a considerable 
part of the new main breakwater had been 
built. The works at Arklow were being 
carried out by the Department of Agriculture, 
The new road giving access to the pier on the 
south side of the proposed basin had been com- 
pleted, and some progress made with the con- 
struction of basin walls. The works at Porta- 
vogie were commenced by the Board of Works 
about two months ago, and would, it was ex- 
pected, be completed by the autumn of next 
year. The work at present in hand consisted 
of the excavation of rock in clearing the sites 
for the permanent concrete quay and piers and 
the collection of materials for the concrete. 

Betcian CEMENT AND Post-orFicE ConrTRACTs. 
—In Tuesday’s Parliamentary papers, Mr. 
Whitehead asks the Postmaster-General 





whether Belgian natural cement is being used 
for work in connexion with the post-office at 
Kingston-on-Thames; whether he is aware that 
this article does not comply with the British 
standard or any other specification used for 
genuine Portland cement, and is of inferior 
quality; and whether he can see hig way to 
issue instructions that works under his depart- 
ment should adopt the British standard speci- 
fication in accordance with the practice of other 
departments ?—-Mr. Sydney Buxton, in reply, 
states that the contract for this work, as in all 
other contracts of the kind, provides that Port- 
land cement of the best quality shall be used. 
A test of the cement in this case showed that 
this provision was not complied with, but he 
was unable to ascertain whether the cement 
used was or was not Belgian cement. He was 
considering what further steps should be taken 
in the matter. 

Fire Precavutions.—At the Camberwell 
Board of Guardians on Wednesday a special 
committee presented a report with reference 
to the arrangements in the children’s homes 
for escape in case of fire. Thirteen of the 
houses rented by the Guardians were inspected, 
and it was recommended that various im- 
provements should be carried out in ordex to 
render escape possible in case of fire. The 
Committee stated that the taking of the houses 
in pairs was the best method of providing 
means of escape, and suggested that this should 
he borne in mind when other houses are taken. 


Avesury Rinc.—The British Association for 
the Advancement of Science will begin in the 
course of the current month an excavation at 
the Great Circle of Avebury, near Marl- 
borough. The work is entrusted to the direc- 
tion and superintendence of Mr. H. St. George 
Gray, formerly chief assistant to the late 
General Pitt-Rivers (Inspector of Ancient 
Monuments), and assistant secretary and 
curator of the Somerset Archeological Society. 
The earthworks at Avebury, which, with the 
adjacent vast barrow of Silbury Hill, belong 
to Lord Avebury, consist of a space of 
29 acres, including part of the village, encom- 
passed by a deep ditch having the rampart 
on the outer face. Of the original Sarsen 
stones, computed to have been upwards of 650 
or 700 in number, and set in two circles, some 
still remain, and in am unhewn condition, The 
stones have served from time to time for 
quarrying and similar purposes. 

InDIAN Institute oF Screnck.—A provisional 
committee, appointed by Lord Minto, has re- 
solved to proceed at once with the erection 
of buildings for the Institute, which has been 
founded mainly by the munificence of the late 
Mr. Jamsetjee Nusserwanjee Tata, a Parsee 
mill-owner and merchant of Bombay. Mr. Tata 
bequeathed an endowment fund yielding nearly 
9,0002. per annum. His Highness the Maha. 
rajah of Mysore contributes a site half a 
mile square in extent, together with 500,000Rs. 
(about 33,3337.) to the building fund, and an 
annual grant of 50,000Rs. towards mainten- 
ance; the Indian Government contributes 
250,000Rs. to the building and equipment fund, 
and an annual grant in aid of 87,500Rs. 
Plans and designs for the buildings near 
Bangalore—which will cost, it is estimated, some 
74,000/.—have been prepared by Mr. Charles F. 
Stevens, 

GALVANISING witH Zinc Dust.—We have re- 
ceived from the London Sherardising Com- 
pany, Ltd., a pamphlet describing the process 
known as ‘ Sherardising.”” The iron or steel 
articles to be coated with zinc are placed in a 
drum charged with zinc dust, and are heated 
in a furnace to a temperature of 400 to 
600 deg, Fahr. When removed from the drum 
the articles are found to be coated with zinc, 
and under the zine coat is an amalgam cf iron 
and zine which is said to be absolutely rust- 
proof. The advantages: of using zine dust in- 
stead of molten zino are that the galvanising is 
effected at a lower temperature, and is there- 
fore less liable to injure the articles gal- 
vanised, and that the zine is so evenly dis- 
tributed that the threads of galvanised screws 
and bolts do not require machining after treat- 
ment. The process is especially suitable for 
galvanising comparatively small articles, such 
as screws, chains, tubes, and small castings. 

LaMsBetH WorKHOUSE ScHEME.—It appears 
that after hesitating for over seven years, 
the Lambeth Board of Guardians will at last 
have to proceed with the scheme for building 
a new workhouse or enlarging the institution 
at Princes-road. As was reported in_ the 
Builder a few weeks ago, the Guardians 
decided to postpone the building scheme for 
nine months. Now, however, the Local Govern- 
mont Board has informed the Guardians that 
they will have at once to make arrangements 
for accommodating the “surplus” paupers. 
In consequence of this communication, the 
matter has been referred to the Committee. 
It is quite seven years ago since the Guardians 
first had plans drawn up for the enlargement 
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of the workhouse. That scheme was estimated 
to entail a cost of about 60,0007. The matter 
has since been shelved from time to time owing 
to an opinion that the Government would 
sooner or later introduce a system of old age 
pensions, and also that the Poor Law Com- 
mission might bring in some reforms that 
would render more workhouse accommodation 
unnecessary. The mandate from the Local 
Government Board indicates that the depart- 
ment does not think that the old age pension 
scheme will do anything to lessen the demand 
for workhouse accommodation, whilst it further 
shows that there is not much likelihood that 
the Poor Law Commission will bring forward 
any recommendations to lead to the abolition 
of workhouses, as has been suggested. Hence, 
the Lambeth Board has to once more give 
consideration to a scheme for enlarging the 
workhouse. 

BatrersEA BorouGH CounciL.—Various rvads 
in the borough are to be made up with tarred 
slag macadam at a total cost of 2,132/. 12s, &d., 
and 3471. has been allotted for tar-paving foot. 
paths. A portion of Falcon-road will be puved 
at the expense of the London County Council 
for 3667. 13s. 6d. The Highways Committee 
has decided in favour of making up Prince of 
Wales’s-road, when the disused tramways have 
been removed, with old granite setts. Tho 
London County Council will be urged, when 
paving Queen’s-road after the reconstruction 
of the tramways, to put down wood blocks in 
front of places of worship. 

Ho.sorn BoroveH Covuncit.-—An_ offer has 
been received of 30,5007. for the Town Hall build- 
ing, and 5002, for the organ fixtures and furni- 
ture. The Town Hall was built in 1879-80 for 
42,0004., and there is still 8,745/. to be paid off 
the original loan. For repaving part of 
Baldwin’s-gardens with wood, tenders were in- 
vited from the following firms:—-Ingram, 
Perkins, & Co., Pate Wood Pavement 
Company, Ltd., Acme Flooring and Faving 
Company, Ltd., C. E, Johnson, Knight, Sons, 
& Co., Ltd, and Wm. Griffith & Co., Ltd. 
The tender of the Improved Wood Puving 
Company for 35,000 plain deal blocks at 
51. 14s. 6d, per 1,000 was the lowest, and was 
accepted. ; 

Excavations AT Hexuam Apnsey.—Excavations 
at Hexham Abbey have revealed the remains 
of the floor of St, Wilfrid’s Cathedral, of thick 
stone flags, laid down about 674. They show 
that the body of the first church was cn the 
site of the new nave, which is now being roofed. 
The central portion of the Vilth century build. 
ing can now be located, and is very nearly the 
same as that of the present tower. The levels 
of the paving show that there was a large area 
at the centre raised one step above the parts 
to the north, south, and west of it, and_prob- 
ably the same distance above that ct the ex- 
treme east end. No doubt the arrangement 
was identical with that of the chorus cantorum 
of the early Italian churches, which were 
adopted by St. Wilfrid as his model. There 
have also been found the remains of the pav- 
ing laid down by LEilaf, priest of Hexham, 
when he repaired the church after the Danish 
wars, and when he was sent to Hexham from 
Durham, on the dissolution and dispersion of 
the congregation of St. Cathbert there, on the 
establishment of the Benedictine | monks by 
Bishop William of St. Karileph in 1083. 
Another curious object recently found is a 
Norman font ornamented with an interlaced 
arcade.—Newcastle Chronicle. :

APPEAL FROM DECISION OF THE 
TRIBUNAL OF APPEAL, 

Tue case of the London County Council v. 
Spink & Son came before a Divisional Court 
of King’s Bench, composed of Justices Channell 
and Sutton, on the 12th inst., upon the appeal 
of the London County Council from a decision 
of the Tribunal of Appeal (the facts of the 
case were fully reported in the Builder of 
August 3 Jast). 














Mr. Horace Avory, K.C., who appeared in 
support of the appeal, said it came before 
the Court upon a special case stated by the 
Tribunal of Appeal, and it raised.a question 
under the London Building Act (Amendment) 
Act, 1905. That Act dealt with the provision 
as to the means of escape in case of fire in 
high buildings, and the point that had been 
stated im the special case by the Tribuna! of 
Appeal was whether the present respondents, 
Messrs. Spink & Son, had complied with the 
necessary conditions so as to entitled them to 
appeai to the Tribunal of Appeal. The objec- 
tion taken by the London County Council was 
that Messrs. Spink & Son had not complied 
with the necessary conditions of the Act so 
as to entitle them to appeal to the Tribunal 
of Appeal from any decision of the London 
County Council. 

Mr. Justice Channell said he understood. that 
the point and merits of the appeal to the 
Tribunal of Appeal referred to the provision 
of the means of escape in case of fire? 

Mr. Avory said that that was so; but the 
Tribunal had not decided the case with regard 
to the merits. 

Mr. Daldy (for the respondents): Oh, yes, 
the Tribunal decided the case in our favour. 

Mr. Avory said that, however that might be, 
if that Court held that the preliminary objec- 
tion which was taken was good, it did not 
matter what the decision of the Tribunal on 
the merits was. 

Mr. Avory then read the special case, from 
which it appeared that on July 25 and 30, 1907, 
Messrs, Spink & Son and the London County 
Council appeared before the Tribunal of 
Appeal on the hearing of an appeal by Messrs. 
Spink & Son, the present respondents, under 
sect. 22 of the London Building Act (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1905, against the refusal of the 
London County Council to approve of the 
means of escape in case of fire to be provided 
at a new building of the respondents in Grace- 
church-street, EC., as shown on the amended 
plans submitted for approval by Messrs. M. L. & 
H, S. Saunders on behalf of the building 
owners on December 28, 1906. At the hearing, 
the preliminary objection was taken on behalf 
of the London County Council that no appeal 
lay because Messrs. Spink Son had not 
deposited with the Council the plans before or 
at the same time as the service of the building 
notice. The building notice in respect of the 
said building was served on the District Sur- 
veyor in pursuance of sect. 145 of the Act of 
1894 on June 6, 1906, by Messrs. Laurance & 
Son, builders, and that notice was, on 
July 4, 1906, received by the interim District 
Surveyor. Messrs. Spink & Son began to erect 
the building soon after the service of the build- 
ing notice. On July 16 Messrs, Spink & Son’s 
architect called at the London County Council’s 
offices and explained the original contract 
plans, prepared in January, 1906, to one of the 
Council’s officials, and explained that there 
were several questions of light and air and 
ownership which prevented the drawings being 
completed, and therefore that copies could not 
be left then. On December 28, 1906, the plans 
showing the means of escape in case of fire 
were deposited with the Council. At about 
that time the building was upwards of 50 ft. 
high. The general features of the building 
were the same both in the original contract 
plans and the deposited plans, but the 
deposited plans differed in some respects from 
the contract plans. Two letters were put in 
before the Tribunal of Appeal from the Super- 
intending Architect to the respondents, the 
first dated January 18, 1907, and the second 
dated February 22, 1907. Appellants con- 
tended, by way of preliminary objection, that 
it was a condition precedent to their approval 
of the plans showing the means of escape in 
case of fire to be provided at the building, and 
to the right of appeal given by sect, 22 of the 
Act to the Tribunal of Appeal that such plans 
should be deposited in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of sect. 7 of the Act of 1905 before or 
at the same time aa the building notice was 
served, under sect. 145 of the Act of 1904. 
Appellants’ contention, therefore, was that, as 
the building notice in respect of the building 
was served on the District Surveyor on June 6, 
1906, and the plans showing the means of 
escape from fire were' not deposited with the 
appellants until December 28, 1906, the re- 
spondents having failed to comply with the 
section, and not having made a deposit of 
plans within the section, they had not the right 
to have the plans approved. On behalf of the 
respondents it was contended that the failure 
to deposit the plans at a particular time would 
not invalidate the proceedings. The Tribunal 
of Appeal decided against the preliminary 
objection, and held that the appeal had been 
properly brought. They held that the letter 
from the Superintending Architect to the re- 
spondents, dated January 18, 1907, which had 
been put in evidence, was a refusal by the 
Council to issue a certificate under sect. 7, 








d i h 
and an invitation to the respondents to 
the plans. They further held that the toast 
of February 22, 1907, which had also been pon 
in as evidence, was a conditional grant of 
approval under sect, 7 of the Act, and that 
therefore, the respondents had the right ¢¢ 
appeal. They accordingly proceeded with the 
hearing of the apyeal, and allowed tho same 
on certain conditions. The question for the 
opinion of the Court was, whether the Tribunal 
was right in determining the appeal, Tho 
learned counsel suggested that the position Was 
this: The building owner, by the statute, 
should, at the same time or before the servicc 
of the building notice, deposit or cause to be 
deposited with the Council the plans in order 
to inform the Council of the means of escaya 
provided in the building in case of fire 4 
he did not deposit any plans, then ha could 
not get the benefit of any of the provisions of 
the Act which provided for what was to 
happen after such plans had been deposited. 
The building owner, if he liked, could run the 
risk of being summoned for occupying the 
building, under the penalty clause, without 
the certificate of the Council. He contended 
that the deposit of plans was a condition pre- 
cedent to the appeal to the Tribunal, and 
also a condition precedent to the County 
Council’s right to approve or refuse 
certificate. 
_ In the result, their Lordships, without cal]. 
ing upon counsel for the respondents, held that 
the provisions of sect. 7 of ties Act as regarded 
time were directory only. They agreed with 
the decision of the Tribunal of Appeal, that to 
hold otherwise would be to render the Act 
unworkable. 

The appeal was therefore dismissed with

8,350 of 1907.—J. E. Browne: Fire-graie. 
This relates to a fire-grate in which the basket 
of the stove consists of a somewhat shallow re- 
ceptacle for the fuel, which is preferably made 
in fireclay, and is as near the level of the 
floor as possible. This shallow receptacle may 
be supported at its front and sides by a flange 
which hag perforations therein, to allow of air 
to pass under the basket to other perfora- 
tions or passages in the back of the 
stove. These latter slope somewhat for- 
wards and upwards, and open out at about, 
or slightly above, the level of the burning fuel, 
In some cases the basket, instead of being sup- 
ported by the flange above described, is formed 
in a solid block of fireclay having horizontal 
passages running therethrough. This block 
has a space at its back, and from this space air 
passages pass in an upwardly sloping direction 
and open out at about the level of the burning 
fuel. A movable plate having perforations 
corresponding to those in the bottom of the 
stove is employed to regulate the amount of 
air passing under the basket, and consequently 
the rate of combustion. The back of the grate 
is preferably made of fireclay, and it may be 
made in one piece with the basket, or may be 
separately fixed in position. A suitable canopy 
is employed to direct the products of com- 
bustion into the flue, and the same is pre- 
ferably provided at its front with means, such 
as a rotating perforated plate working over 
perforations in the canopy, whereby air may 
be allowed to pass into the canopy in addi- 
tion to that which passes up with the pro- 
ducts of combustion ; by this means the draught 
and consequent rate of combustion is further 
regulated. The air passing under the basket 
becomes heated, and more effectually consumes 
any combustible matter passing upwards 
towards the flue. 


8,776 of 1907.—J. DonaLpson: Chimney-cans to 
Prevent Blow-down. 
This relates to chimney-cans to prevent blow- 
down. Through the side of the shaft of the 
can and across the inside of same a wind- 
catching tube is passed which is inclined up- 
wards, the said tube at the inside of the can 
being opened out at its upper part, and the 
arrangement is such that the wind striking 
the side of the can passes through the tube and 
out therefrom at the inside of the can, and in 
so doing induces a draught upwards so as to 
induce the smoke upwards. Three of these 
tubes may be employed radiating around the 
can, the one below the other, so as to catch the 
wind at different points. Rain is also pre 
vented from descending into the chimney be- 
cause it is trapped by the crossed tubes, the 
rain falling into the open top of the tubes at 
the inside of the can and draining out through

Roofs. 

This relates to the fixing of slates to iron roofs, 
and consists in using the angle Z, or similar 
rolled bars, having perforated longitudinal 
slots close to the edge of angle or Z bars. 
The slots are holed at the waist a little more 
than half the lap of slates above the centre of 
their length, and are fixed to the perforated 
angle or Z bars by means of copper or other 
wire passed through the hole of slate and 
through the slotted bar, and twisted. Bifur- 
cated metal studs may be used for fixing the 
slates by passing the legs through the slot and 
hole in slate, and opening out the legs of stud 
to lie flat and prevent withdrawal, or long 
metal pegs may be used for the same purpose 
by passing them through the hole and slotted 
bar and bending them under the angle or Z bar 
to form a hook engaging with the said bar. 
Instead of the angle or Z bars being slotted, 
a separate bar of suitable section to suit the 
purpose may be fixed at a distance of, say, 
| in., or thereabouts, from the angle or Z bar, 
and the space between them being used in lieu 
of slots perforated in the angle or Z bars. In 
place of the angle or Z bars a rectangular flat 
or square bar may be used, engaging in slots 
.cut in or fixed on the backs of the principals 
and at a short distance from and fixed to it by 
means of rivets, screws, or clips, a smaller 
round or other suitable section bar, the dis- 
tance between the two bars answering the same 
purpose as the perforated slots. 

23,729 of 1907.—P. H. Granam: Sash Fasteners. 
This relates to a sash fastener, consisting of 
a metal frame designed to be fastened within 
a window casing, and having slides mounted 
within it, each of the slides carrying a jaw 
which projects beyond the frame, and an ear, 
the ears being arranged at opposite sides of a 
voke outstanding from and fixedly connected 
to the frame, said yoke constituting a bearing 
for the middle portion of a screw having right 





and left hand threads for engagement with the 
ears of the respective slides. 


24,572 of 1907.—W. L. Dawkins: Window. 
This relates to a window sash without sash 
lines and weights, and which can be easily 
swung inwards for cleaning purposes, etc. The 
top and bottom sashes slide in the window 
frame and are held at any required height by 
loose stiles, which are pressed against the sas 
stiles by springs fitted in the frame. The 
frame is hinged to an outer frame, which is 
fixed to the brickwork in the usual manner. 
The inner frame is normally secured to the 
outer frame by a lock, but when the outside 
of the window panes is to ba cleaned may be 
swung into the room. 


1,535 of 1908.—A. ScHWENKE: Floor-scraping 
Machines. 

This relates to a machine for scraping floors, 
in which two scraping bladeg are held by a 
system of three springs or pairs of springs in 
such a way that each blade is independently 
held in position by two sets of said springs 
which mutually counterbalance one another. 


6,431 of 1908.—J. S. Wattace: Window Sashes. 
This relates to window sashes, and more par- 
ticularly to braces for the bottom rail of the 
top sash, and comprises a lower sash and an 
upper sash of an ordinary construction of four- 
pane window sash. A mortise is formed in the 
bottom rail of the upper sash, and the under 
side of the rail has. recesses at each side of 
the mortise, in which recesses the angled ends 
of the braces are seated, which braces extend 
upwardly through the mortise, and between 
which braces the tenon formed on, the end of 
the vertical mullion 1s adapted to fit and to be 
secured in the mortise of the rail. The braces 
are provided with spaced openings through 
which screws or nails may be passed to secure 
the braces to the mullions so as to securely 
support the rail at the centre, so that it cannot 
sag. The openings in the braces are so 
arranged im respect to each other that the 
screws or nails of one brace will not interfere 
with those of the other brace. When there is 
more than one mullion used, as in six or eight 
pane sashes, the bottom rails are provided with 
only one recess in their under edge adjacent 
each mortise to receive the angled end of a 
single brace, as the bottom rail is not subject 
to so much strain, and a single brace is suffi- 
cient to support the rail at each mullion with- 
out any danger of warping or sagging. 


8,275 of 1907.—J. ArnoLp: Compound for 
Applying to the Surface of Roads, Paths 
and the like, or to Buildings, Walls, and the 
like, or for Forming Tiles, Slabs, or the like. 

This relates to a Compound or mixture of in- 

gredients for application to roads, paths, and 

the like, which shall render those roads to 
which it has been applied practically dustless, 
and may also be used for_application on the 
walls of buildings and the like, not only to 
prevent damp, but also to improve the surface 
and appearance of the walls. The compound 
consists of basic slag, cement, tar or pitch, 
chalk, and sand. The slag is ground prefer- 
ably to a powder and mixed with the tar or pitch. 
These ingredients are then heated, and while 
still hot the cement is added and thoroughly 
mixed. The chalk is ground to a powder, and 
is then added to the mixture, and finally the 
sand. In place of the tar or pitch a liquid 
asphaltum may be used. When applied in 
some cases the chalk or the sand may be 
omitted, neither being an absolutely essential 
ingredient. When the compound is moulded 
and formed into slabs, tiles, or the like, the 
slabs or the like may be conveniently rein- 
forced by means of a suitable wire frame. In 
applying the compound to a road or path 
such frames may be placed in situ and the 
compound poured into the place on the road to 
enclose the said frame. The surface can then 
be smoothed by means of a smoothing iron 
similar to that used in laying asphalt. In 
places where cost is of less importance, and it 
is desired to make a coating for a road or 











wall or the like particularly tough and wear 
resisting, slag wool may be employed instead 
of basic slag. 


10,673 of 1907.—R. BowENn: Machinery for the 
Manufacture of Cement and Sand-lime Pro. 
ducts and Delivery of Same from the Mould, 

This relates to machinery for the manufacture 
of cement and sand-lime blocks, comprising the 
combination with a mould-box and pressure. 
die fitted within the same, of means for giving 
a vertical oscillatory motion to the materia] 
simultaneously with the pressure, and the 
peculiar construction of moulding-box, consist. 
ing of a fixed back, ends pivoted to the back, a 
front hinged to the base of the press, and 
perforated lugs on the ends and front to re. 
ceive removable pins to connect said parts to 
gether and enable the same to be disconnected, 
and the connexion with the pressure-die of a 
shaft operated by a handle and having forks 
on its ends to lift the connecting pins out of 
the —— lugs. On, the front ends and 
on the front of the moulding-box, to liberate 
such parts, and an adjustable measuring-box 
for the mixed material mounted on one of the 
columns of the press, and capable of being 
swung over the moulding-box to discharge its 
contents thereinto and away therefrom, anda 
deliverer mounted on one of the columns of 
the press, and capable of being swung inwards 
ino position to receive the moulded block, and 
outwards to remove said block without hand- 
ling from the moulding-box, and _ having 
movable rods or bars capable of being slid 
beneath the pallet on which the moulded 
block was formed. 


14,381 of 1907.—D. E. Powe and A. J. 
Smirx: Gully Traps. 

This relates to gully traps particutarly suit- 
able for use in the drains of dwelling-houses 
and public buildings, but also suitable for use 
generally in surface drainage, comprising the 
arrangement of a plate over the outflow 
chamber adapted to engage in grooves or under 
shoulders, and of a grid adapted to be 
pivotally held by means of pins engaging 
under claws on the said plate. 


28,274 of 1907.—Tue Sroursripcn GLAZED 
Brick AND Frrectay Company, Lrp., and A. 
JOHNSON: Brick-making Machines. 

This relates to brick-making machines, and 
consists in the construction of dies for making 
bricks for glazing, and consists in the bricks 
for glazing being formed with a very slightly- 
rounded, corner so that the glazing is more 
regularly effected and a smooth edge is pro- 
duced which is not likely to be knocked and 
damaged during transit or handling. To 
shape the die to form these round edges both 
at the ends as well as the sides would be diffi 
cult, as the die could not be got into the 
machine for planing and shaping in more than 
one direction, which would mean that, either 
only the side edges, or the end edges, could be 
so treated on the die. This shape is, there- 
fore, effected by constructing the die as a box 
with a detachable built-up facing; the detach- 
able parts may comprise the hole face of the 
die or only parts forming the edges.
